Fall and Sinclair Next Week 
Face Criminal Trial in 
Capital. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Teapot Dome goes back to the Gov- 
ernment and the final chapter in the 
legal battle over the civil oil lease cases 
was yesterday written by decision of 
the United States Supreme Court can- 
celing the lease which former Secretary 
of the Interior Fall awarded more than 
five years ago to the Mammoth Oil Co., 
organized by Harry F. Sinclair. 

The Government won on all counts, 
precisely as it did in the Pan-American 
or Doheny civil cases. Associate Justice 
Pierce Butler, who wrote the opinion in 
the latter case, delivered yesterday’s 
opinion. In both cases, the illegality 
of the lease itself and the secrecy and 
fraud which the Government charged in 
the execution are sustained. Atlee 
Pomere and Owen J. Roberts, Govern- 
ment special counsel, have now been 
completely victorious in the civil or 
equity suits brought to recover the re- 
serves and reestablish the Government’s 
former policy. 

On Monday next the criminal trial 
of Fall and Sinclair on charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government will 
begin before Associate Justice Freder- 
ick L. Siddons in the District Supreme 
Court here. There was speculation as 
to whether the Supreme Court’s verdict 
in the equity case would influence the 
coming trial, but the cases admittedly 
stand on an entirely different footing, 
as the Government will seek to prove 
bribery, corruption and other specific 
acts charged in the indictment. 

Decision Is. Unanimous. 


The court’s decision yesterday was 
without dissent, but Associate Justices 
Stone and Van Devanter took no part 
in the proceedings. The suit in equity 
to cancel the lease began in the Dis- 
trict Court of Wyoming before Judge 
Thomas Blake Kennedy in March, 1925, 
The Government lost, put appealed to 
the Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which reversed Kennedy’s decision, the 
case then coming to the Supreme 
Court for final determination. 

The decision sustains practically all 
that the Government counsel charged 
with respect to the secrecy of the meth- 
ods employed and the inferences to 
be drawn from the acquisition of Lib- 
erty bonds by Fall after the formation 
of the Continental Trading Co. 

Likewise the Government’s conten- 
tion that Edwin Denby, former Secre- 
tary of the Navy, was a passive figure 
and that Fall really controlled the mak- 
ing of the lease is sustained, as it was 
in the Doheny case. 

Fall’s activities prior to the making 
of the lease, as set forth in the Gov- 
ernment’s charges, are rererrea to at 
some length by the decision, which says 
that Fall’s failure to submit the lease 
to the Attorney General or to any 
lawyer in his owh department “indi- 
cates that he knew the transaction was 
liable to be condemned as illegal, and 
that, without regard to the law, he in- 
tended to put it through.” 

$25,000 Loan to Fall Cited. 

Fall’s “hidden wealth,” as Butler re- 
fers to it, and the fact that after leav- 
ing the Cabinet Fall obtained $25,000 
from Sinclair as a loan are cited, among 
other incidents, to “strengthen and 
confirm the inference that Fall had 
been willing to conspire to defraud the 
United States.”

Commissioner Issues Order 
Regulating Methods of 
Prohibition Workers. 


Dry agents were admonished against 
dramatic raids on night clubs and cab- 
arets, and warned agains$ drinking 
liquor to obtain evidence except “in 
line of duty,” in an order issued to 
prohibition administrators yesterday by 
Prohibition Commissioner Doran. 

The order sanctioned operations of 
“padlock squads” to trap dry law vio- 
lators, but stated that arms should only 
be used in self-defense, as their. unnec- 
essary display encourages shooting.

Assurance Given Envoy 
as American Tariff 
Note Is Sent. 


PLAN SEEKS INTEREST 
CUT ON $100,000,000 


Washington Officials Ask Re- 
view of Quarantine on 
Plants by French. 


(Associated Press.) 

Formal announcement was made yes- 
terday by the State Department that 
the French Ambassador here had been 
officially informed that the American 
Government would have no objection to 
the refunding of the $100,000,000 8 per 
cent loan of 1920 made to the French 
government by American bankers. 

Coincidentally, it was announced that 
the American charge at Paris had been 
instructed to deliver to the French for- 
eign office the American reply to the 
last French tariff note, in’ which France 
is asked to restore the minimum du- 
ties on American imports pending the 
negotiation of a general. commercial 
treaty. 

Delivery of the note was held up 
pending a final decision on the admin- 
istration’s attitude on the loan refund- 
ing proposal, which recently was urged 
anew by the Paris government. It was 
the belief of some Cabinet officers, at 
least, that a favorable decision on this 
proposiion would contribute to more 
friendly Franco-American relations. 

Objections Are Lifted. 

Objection to the refunding plan had 
been raised by Chairman Borah of the 
Senate foreign relations committee and 
others. After conferences with, Secre- 
taries Kellogg and Hoover, however, 
Senator Borah withdrew his objection 
in this instance, explaining that while 
he was opposed to such loans in prin- 
ciple. pending a settlement of the 
French debt, he would not press the 
point in this case because of the im- 
portance to the country generally of 
the tariff negotiations.

Borah Is Hopeful After 
Conference With Nye 
and Norris. 


PROGRAM MAY FIGHT 
REDUCTION OF TAXES 


On the Whole Assistance to 
Administration Is Seen in 
Insurgents’ Plans.

The program of Senate progressives, 
as shaping up at present, will be more 
of assistance to the administration Re- 
publicans than anything else, in the 
opinion of the majority of observers 
yesterday. 

Few if any expect that it will be car- 
ried out to the extent of opposing the 
party nominee next year. At this time, 
in fact, Former Gov. Lowden, of. IIlli- 
nois, and Vice President Dawes, to a 
less extent, appear to, be the only ones 
likely to suffer from it. And the ad- 
ministration stalwarts would hardly 
shed. tears over the former’s fate and 
there are no indications that they would 
lose sleep over evil portents for Gen. 
Dawes which the movement might hold. 

But. Lowden and Dawes have nc cause 
for alarm as yet. It has not y é been 
agreed that the name of Senator Norris 
of Nebraska, will be put out to garner 
Middle Western delegates. It will be 
put up in Nebraska, but there has been 
no decision as to the two Dakotas and 
Wisconsin. It is understood, for that 
matter, that the Nonpartisan League 
of North Dakota has already indorsed 
Lowden. 


Threat Seems Program. 


It begins to appear to many that the 
real purpose of the bloc is to establish 
itself as a threat at this session of Con- 
gress. Few observers are able to see 
either Senator Norris or Senator Borah, 
around whom the movement rovolves, 
really bolting the Republican ticket 
and supporting the Democratic nominee 
next year.

BROKERS HAND OVER 
$63,000 TO THIEVES 


Posing as Messengers, Men 
Victimize Two House;

New York, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Posing as 
messengers from other Wall street firms, 
confidence men today obtained $63,000 
in bonds from two houses in the 
financial digtrict merely by asking for 
the securities, police were informed to- 
night.

Mexico City, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Preat- 
| dent Calles, through his chief of staff. 
Gen. Alvarez, announced tonight that 
the revolution has been compietely 
crushed by an overwhelming federal 
victory, in which the Gomez-Almade 
rebel forces were overwhelmed and the 
two rebel leaders were in flight with 
only about 100 followers. 

This, with the capture and execution 
of Gen. Serrano and his principal ad- 
herents, means that the Calles govern- 
ment, one week from the commence- 
ment of the revolutionary attempt, has 
in the opinion of the officials in Mexico 
City, stamped it out completely. 

Presidential headquarters expresseed 
the opinion. that Gomez and Almada 
and those with them will be hunted 
down within a short time, or else will 
aegenerate into mere bandits hiding in 
the hills. 

“This Is the End,” 

“This is the end!” was Presideni 
Calles’ comment tonight on the news 
of the rebel defeat in Vera Cruz. 

“The presidency can announce to the 
country,” he added, “that the rebellion 
has been completely crushed and that 
the government has succeeded in con- 
sdlidating the situation without the 
necessity of resorting to copious blood- 
shed.” 

The president issued personal orders 
that full amnesty be given the officers 
and men of the rebel forces who sgur- 
rendered, and that they be entrained 
for mobilization at points to be desig- 
nated by the government. 

A presidential statement issued 
through Gen. Alvarez, tonight an- 
nouncing the victory, says: 

“In their first encounter with the 
government forces the group of traitors 
under Gomez and Almada were com- 
pletely defeated. The rebel leaders 
Gomez, Almada and Medina fled shame- 
fully when they heard the first shots, 
leaving their troops at the mercy of the 
government forces. 


Calles Says. 


500 or 600 Surrender. 


“About 500 or 300 rebels, infantry 
and cavalry, surrendered to the gov- 
ernment Monday Morning at the village 
of Cosautlan. 
commanding the federals who defeated 
the rebels, telegraphed the presidential 
office that he had fought a battle with 
rebels commanded by Gomez and 
Almada, commencing at 2 o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon near the town of 
Ayahualulco, which is in the Perote 
region. Escobar’s report follows: 

“We fought them fully six hours 
until we drove them away from the in- 
accessible hills where, in advance, they 
had built small fortifications. We. 
fought them in front and on both 
flanks.

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SCOTT HELD INSANE. | 
BY CORONER'S JURY’ 
ONG DISPUTE ENDS 


Hastily Summoned Group 
Votes and Departs With 
Lunch Money. 


Chicago, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—A coroner’s 
jury, hastily recrutied from wayfarers 


in the cheap lodging-house district, de- 
cided in an hour today that Russell 


Scott was“insane, an issue over which 
learned lawyers and alienists had 
fought for three years while the life 
of Scott, erstwhile Canadian financier 
who turned robber and killer, hung in 


the balance. 

Scott, who hanged himself with his 
belt in his cell in the Cook County 
Jail last Saturday night, committed sul- 
cide while insane, the jury decided, 
thereby giving to Scott in death a vic- 
tory for which he fought three years 
in life. Five times Scott, who with 
his brother killed a drug clerk in a 
holdup, stood in the shadow of the gal- 
lows and when he took his life he was 
awaiting a new sanity hearing. 

Today’s inquest was brief, and at its 
close the last chapter was written in 
the legal aspects of the celebrated case 
by the six unkempt jurors who listened 
to the testimony of relatives, guards 
and alienists, returned a speedy verdict 
and departed jingling lunch money in 
their pockets. 


Wife and Father Present. 


Scott’s stanchest friends in his fight 
for life were present at the inquest to 
hear the insanity verdict for which they 
had fought, but which proved an empty 
victory. They were Mrs. Katherine 
Scott, the slayer’s wife and mother of 
his three children, and Thomas Scott, 
of Windsor, Ont., his father. 

The widow, dry-eyed and without 
emotion, stared dully at a “keep smil- 
ing” sign and listlessly fingered the 
cracked leather belt with which he had 
possibly cheated the legal. noose as she 
declared that she had believed for a 
long time that her husband was in- 
sane. 

Alienists who had examined Scott re- 
peatedly also testified, declaring that 
he was a victim of an illusion that he 
was being persecuted and even believed 
the Prince of Wales and Senator Cou- 
zens, of Michigan, were .among his 
enemies. 

Then followed jail guards who told of 
finding his body. 

Alienists who had hoped to examine 
the brain of the slayer will not have 
the opportunity, as the body has been 
embalmed and they said this precluded 
the possibility of researoh work. Scott’s 
father said the body would be taken to 
Windsor for burial.

Large Table Is Piled High 
With Documents and 
Books of Record. 


TAFT’S SON PROSECUTES 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 10 (A.P.)— 
The Hamilton County Jail today be- 
came officially the law offices of George 
Remus. 

Seated at a large table, piled high 
with papers, documents, books of record 
and correspondence, Remus labored 
through the day drawing his plans to 
defend himself for killing his wife, 
Imogene. 

“T’ll work day and night,” Remus 
said. 

He spent a good part of his time this 
afternoon poring through a ledger con- 
taining columns of figures and in read- 
ing through typewritten data. Occas- 
ionally he made notey 

Remus’ time is short, for tomorrow 
with the convening of the Hamilton 
County grand jury and the holding of 
an inquest for Mrs. Remus, the wheels 
of justice begin their grind in earnest. 

The grand jury was impaneled today 
and the Remus case is scheduled for 
its first consideration tomorrow. A 
date is expected to be set for the trial 
2s soon as an indictment is returned. 
Remus will not be summoned before 
the inquest, Coroner Fred Swing said 
today. 

The witnesses at the inquest, Coroner 
Swing said, will be Ruth Remus, the 
adopted daughter who was with her 
mother at the time of the shooting, 
Mrs. Remus’ taxi driver and the men 
and policemen who took Mrs. Remus 
to the hospital. 

County Prosecutor Charles P. Taft 
2d, who will direct the prosecution of 
Remus, is the youngest son of Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft of the 
United States Supreme Court. 


BRITISH PRESS CHARGE 
AGAINST U. S. SKIPPER 


Report More Evidence Sought 
to Secure Indictment for 
Alleged Cruelty. 


London, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—The British 
government does not intend to drop 
the case against Capt. Michael J. Crow- 
ley, skipper of the American tanker 
Manatawny, whose indictment was 
sought unsuccessfully in New York re- 
cently for alleged inhuman treatment of 
Frederick Thomas, a British seaman, it 
was learned today. 

It was stated in official circles that 
more evidence in behalf of Thomas is 
being sought for the American au- 
thorities. 


Thomas, who was a former officer of 
the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, was a steward 
on the Manatawny and complained to 
the British authorities that he had been 
treated cruelly. Capt. Crowley testified 
that Thomas had been placed under 
guard after he had been observed act- 
ing strangely.

IN DOCTOR'S DEATH 


Taken Into Custody in lowa 
for Officers; Saw Auto, It 
Is Asserted.

Mays Landing, N. J., Oct. 10 (A.P.).— 
Mrs. Margaret T. Lilliendahl and Willis 
Beach, her reputed admirer, jointly 
charged with the murder of the 
woman’s husband, Dr. A. William 
Lilliendahl, today were refused their 
release from jail on bond after they 
had pleaded not guilty to slaying the 
elderly retired physician. 

Facing each other for the first time 
since a few days after the killing on 
September 15, and then standing side 
by side before the bar of the Atlantic 
Ccunty Court, they heard Supreme 
Court Justice Luther A, Campbell re- 
fuse them their freedom and fix Mon- 
day, November 28, for the beginning 
of their trial. Neither spoke to nor 
recognized the other in the short time 
they were in the crowded courtroom. 

Mrs. Lilliendahl appeared very seri- 
ous-minded and nervously clasped her 
hands during the proceedings, while 
Beach came into the courtroom in al- 
most jovial humor and, although in- 
terested, did not seem to take the sit- 
uation as Seriously as did the widow. 


Doctor Killed While Motoring. 


Dr. Lilliendahl, whose age has been 
variously given from 65 to 72, was 
killed as he was motoring with his wife, 
who is 42. She holds to the story 
that they were attacked by two negroes 
who jumped on their automobile on a 
lonely road near Hammonton, shot the 
physician three times and then robbed 
him. 


Beach, 55, a poultry raiser, living 
near the Lilliendahl home in South 
Vineland, about twenty miles from the 
scene of the killing, was brought into 
the case when police said they found 
he had corresponded with Mrs. Lillien- 
dahl, who used the name of “Peggy 
Anderson.” He claims to have been 
twenty miles from the scene of the 
shooting the day it occurred. Beach 
has a wife and two adult children. 
Mrs. Lilliendahl has a son 8 years old 

When Mrs. Lilliendahl was returned 
to her cell at the close of the hear- 
ing, officials said she appeared un- 
usually nervous and excited. 

“It’s an outrage,” she was quoted as 
saying, as she paced back and forth in 
the cell. “It’s an outrage, this thing 
the authorities are doing. Rather than 
put forth real efforts to capture the 
murderers of my husband, they are 
taking the easiest path and trying: to 
hang it on two innocent persons.” 

Mr. Gregory asserted tonight that the 
defense would be ,able to prove the 
widow “completely innocent” of any 
connection with the slaying. 

“There is nothing in the possession 
of the authorities,” said Gregory, ‘to 
disprove her statement that two 
negroes were her husband’s slayers.”

CRITICISM OF OFFIGlALs 
BY NEWSPAPERS UPHELD 


Free Comment Without Mal- 
ice and Substantially True, 
Legal, Court Holds. 


LONG FIGHT IS CLOSED 


Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 10 (A.P.).— 
Free comment and criticism of the pub- 
lic policies of public officials by news- 
papers is justified when it relates to 


a matter of interest, subject to its 
substantial truth and the want of 
malice, the Missouri Supreme Court 
ruled today. 

The ruling was in a decision in the 
case of Will H. Zorn, editor and pub- 
lisher of the weekly Howell County Ga- 
zette, of West Plains, Mo. A jury 
awarded $800 to J. B. Aldridge, sheriff 
of the county, for an alleged libelous 
article in Zorn’s paper’ September 24, 
1924. ; 

The article declared moonshine liquor 
and intoxicated persons were making 
appearance at a religious revival and 
picnics in the county and asserted if 
the officials did not investigate and 
take action “the people of Howell Coun- 
ty would get a change in November.” 
The article did not directly name the 
sheriff or other officials. 

The District Court. of Appeals af- 
firmed the verdict, holding the story 
in the paper was not privileged. The 
Supreme Court overruled the appellate 
court, holding the article was privi- 
leged. 

The opinion states that the “plain- 
tiff bears the burden to show the fal- 
sity of the article and the presence of 
express malice.” 


Attackers of Peking 
In a General Retreat 


Tokyo, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—A general re- 
treat of the Shansi forces which have 
been advancing on Peking from the 
southwest is under way, says advices 
received by the Japanese news agency 
Rengo. The advices indicated that the 
Manchurian offensive along the Peking- 
Hankow Railway was successful.

London, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—The Ameri- 
can Legion “goodwill party” took part 
in a whirl of activities today which be- 
yan this morning with a chat with 
King George and Queen Mary and end- 
ed tonight with a banquet to the Brit- 
ish legionnaires, who have been the 
Americans’ hosts. 

Between their call at Buckingham 
Palace this morning and the farewell 
dinner this evening, the legionnaires 
were luncheon guests of Sir Rowland 
Blades, lord mayor of London, and the 
sheriffs of Lendon in the Fifteenth 
Century Guild Hall, where receptions 
were tendered Presidents Grant, Roose- 


| vent and Wilson. 


Howard P. Savage, retiring national 
commander, sat on Sir Rowland’s right, 
and Alanson B. Houghton, American 
Ambassador, sat on the lord mayor's 
left. Sir Austin Chamberlain, British 
foreign minister; Viscount Cave, Lords 


Reading and Desborough and Gen. Sir 
Ian Hamilton occupied seats of honor. 


Visit Tower of London. 


The Legionaires spent the afternoon 
in sightseeing, visiting the Tower of 
London. A few of them made flying 
visits. to Windsor Castle and other 
points of historic interest. The party 
ends its six-day stay here tomorrow 
morning, when they depart for South- 
ampton to board the Leviathan. 

The reception for the Americans by the 
king and queen was something to which 
they had long looked forward. Ambassa- 
dor Houghton presented Commander 
Savage to their majesties, Commander 
Savage then presenting the mem- 
bers of the party. As they came forward 
the king and queen shook hands with 
each individual. 

At the Guild Hall the lord mayor and 
sherifi, in scarlet robes, were ushered

in by mace bearers. Part of the gold 
plate from the Mansion House, official 
residence of the lord mayor, was brought 
over—to look at—while six policemen 


| Stood guard constantly. 
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In welcoming the legionnaires Sir 
Rowland recalled the visit of Gen. John 
J. Pershing in 1919 when Gen. Pershing 
received the freedom of the city. He 
also mentioned the visits of the Amer- 
ican Presidents but he said that this 
was the first time in history that all 
of the 48 States had even been repre- 
sented at the tables in the ancient hall. 


King Apologizes for Weather. 


King George, like most Britons, has 
a weakness for talking about the 


| weather. 


In receiving the legionnaires, the 
first thing that the king did was to 
talk about the weather. In fact the 
king apologized to Ambassador Hough- 
ton, who was the first of the delegation 
to greet him. King George said, “Typi- 
cal fog we had today, but hope it has 
not inconvenienced you.” 

Ambassador Houghton then presented 
National Commander Howard P. Sav- 
age and the king went on about the 
weather. 

“Yes,” said the king, “the fog ts quite 
heavy, but not exactly as thick as we 
have sometimes later in the season.” 


Really Sorry About It. 


The king then assured’: Commander 
Savage and the legionnaires they were 
welcome: “Glad to have you with. us,” 
he said. Then to Commander Savage 
and Ambassador Houghton he declared: 
“Really I am sorry for the fog, but I 
hope the legoinnaires have a good time 
anyway.” 

He realized the Americans were 


pressed for time, the king said. As he 
looked out over the crowd he remarked 
on what a fine looking lot of men they 
were and wanted to know if they had 
all seen service in the war. 

Then the presentation began, and 
when Frank Schobel, tne blind legion- 
naire from Philadelphia, reached their 
majesties the king held his hand for 
some time. He wanted to know where 
he had been wounded and at what 
time. Commander Savage explained 
that it was just before the armistice 
and as Schobel passed down the line 
the king remarked, *“‘What a pity.”

| the view we take of the case, there is 
no occasion to consider and we do not 
determine whether Fall was bribed in 
respect to the lease or agreement.” 


This leaves open the bribry charge 
in the Government’s indictment in the 
criminal case and permits this all- 
important feature of the indictment 
to be proved or not proved before the 
District of Columbia jury. 

The court also declares that there 
is no evidence to show that the de- 
'fendants sought in any way to control 
| the missing witnesses or to prevent 
{them from testifying. But the failure 
| of important witnesses to testify is 
referred to and the Government’s in- 
ference that facts were thereby con- 

cealed is upheld.

U. S. Receives $3,000,000 
From Sale of Reserve Oil 


(Associated Press.) 


The Supreme Court’s cancellation of 
leases to naval oil lands in Wyoming 
held by the Sinclair interests will bring 
the Government more than $5,000,000 
in money and property. 

The largest item is $3,000,000 repre- 
senting proceeds from sale of oil from 
the reserve from the time receivers 
were appointed in 1924 until October 
1 last. It now is held by A. E. Watts, 
of New York, vice president .of Sin- 
clair Consolidated Oil Co., and Capt. 
H. A. Stuart, U. S. N., the receivers. 

Of that sum, approximately $480,000 
would normally have been paid to the 
government as royalties, in addition to 
royalties of $342,278 on earnings of 
$2,220,000 before the receivership. 

The court decision returns to the 
Government two oil tanks at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., with a 300,000-barrel 
capacity, built at an estimated cost of 
$1,090,000 and 27 tanks which have 
been built on the Wyoming reserve. 

Sixty-three oil-producing and ten 
dry wells have been drilled in the leased 
area and twelve gas wells have been 
closed. The cost of each well was said 
at the Navy Department to be $40,000. 
Since the receivership, however, only 
two wells have been drilled, both for 
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TEAPOT DOME DECISION TEXT 


Complete tert of the opinion de- 
livered yesterday in the United States 
Supreme Court in the Teapot Dome 
case follows: 


This suit was brought by the United 
States against the petitioners in the 
District Court of Wyoming to secure 
the cancelation of an oil and gas lease 
made by the United States to the 
Mammoth Oil Co. April 7, 1922, and to 
set aside a supplemental agreement 
made by the same parties February 9, 
1923. An accounting and possession of 
the leased lands and general relief were 
also demanded. The complaint alleged 
that the lease and agreement were 
made without authority of law and in 
consummation of a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States. The district 
court held that the transaction was au- 
thorized by the act of June 4, 1920, 41 
Stat. 812, 813, found that there was 
no fraud and dismissed the case. 5 F 
(2d) 330. The Circuit Court of Appeals 
sustained that construction of the act; 
but, on examination of the evidence, 
held that the lease and agreement were 
obtained by fraud and corruption, re- 
versed the decree and directed the Dis- 
trict Court to enter one canceling the 
lease and agreement as fraudulent, en- 
joining petitioners from further tres- 
passing on the leased lands and pro- 
viding for an accounting by the Mam- 
moth Oil Co. for all oil and other petro- 
leum products taken under the lease 
and contract. 14 F (2d) 705. 


The lease covered 9,321 acres in Nat- 
rona County, Wyo.—commonly known 
as Teapot Dome—being nava! reserve 
No. 3 created April 30, 1915, by an ex- 
ecutive order of the President made 
pursuant to the act of June 25, 1910, 
c 421 Stat. 847, as amended August 24, 
1912, e 369 Stat. 497. The part of the 
act of June 4, 1920, relied on to sus- 
tain the lease contains the following: 


“Provided, That the Secretary of the 
Navy is directed to take possession of 
all properties within the naval petro- 
leum reserves * * * to conserve, 
develop, use and operate the same in 
his discretion, exchange or sell the oil 
and gas products thereof, and those 
from all royalty oil from lands in the 
naval reserve, for the benefit of the 
United States * * *. And provided, 
further, That such sums as have been 
or may be turned into the Treasury of 
the United States from royalties on 
lands within the naval petroleum re- 
serves prior to July 1, 1921, not to ex- 
ceed $500,000, are hereby made avail- 
able for this purpose until July 1, 
1922.” 

President Signed Order. 


March 5, 1921, Edwin Denby became 
Secretary of the Navy and Albert B. 
Fall, Secretary of the Interior. May 31, 
1921, the President made an order pur- 
porting to commit the administration 
of all oil and gas bearing lands in the 
naval reserves to the Secretary of the 
Interior, subject to the supervision of 
the President. The lease and agree- 
ment were signed for the United States 
by Fall as Secretary of Interior and by 
Denby as Secretary of the Navy. The 
evidence shows that the latter was 
fully informed as to the substance of 
the transaction, and it is not neces- 
sary here to consider the validity or 
effect of the executive order. 


The purpose and scope of the lease 
and agreement may be indicated by a 
statement of their principal features. 
The preamble to the lease stated that 
it was the duty of the Government to 
secure and store oil for the Navy; that 
the Government desired to avoid the 
loss of ofl resulting from the drilling 
of wells outside the reserve, to create 
a market and receive the best prices 
obtainable for royalty oil from the 
Salt Creek field (adjoining the reserve 
on the north) to exchange royalty oil 
from the reserve for fuel oil for 
the Navy and to secure facilities 
for the storage of such fuel oil; and 
that the Government purposed to se- 
cure these objects by entering into a 
contract providing for the development 
and exploitation of the oil and gas 
within the reserve and for the con- 
struction of a pipe line, if necessary, 
for the transportation of royalty oll 
from the reserve and from the Salt 
Creek field. 


The lease granted to the company, 
the exclusive right to take and dispose 
of oil and gas so long as produced in 
paying quantities. The lessee agreed to 
drill test wells and, after their com- 
‘pletion, fully to develop the reserve, to 
construct, or cause its nominees to 
construct, @ common carrier pipe line 
(about 1,000 miles in length) from the 
leased land to a line from the Mid- 
Continent fleld to Chicago; to pay as 
royalties specified percentages of prod- 
ucts taken from the land; and to pur- 
chase all royalty oil when as produced, 
and in payment to set up an oil ex- 
change credit to the lessor and issue 
certificates showing the amount in 
value of the royalty oil received by 
lessee. 

Provisions in Agreement. 


It was provided that lessee would re- 
deem the certificates by giving lessor 
credit on its obligations to lessee for 
the construction of tanks to secure 
fuel oil for the Navy under the agree- 
ment contained in the lease for ths 
exchange of crude oil for fuel oil stor- 
wge, or by delivering to lesso# fuel oil 
or other products of petroleum for the 
use of the ‘Navy, or by cash under cer- 
tain conditions. And it was agreed 
that the lessee, when requested by.the 
lessor, would construct or pay the cost 
of constructing steel tanks necessary 
for such storage; that the lessor would 
pay in oil certificates of face value 
equal to the cost; that in exchange for 
crude oil lessee would deliver fuel oil 
and other petroleum products for the 
iavy at places on the Atlantic Coast, 
the Gulf of Mexico and at Guantanamo 
Fay, Cuba. 

Lessee agreed diligently to drill and 
continue operation of oil wells, unless 
by the Secretary of the Interior per- 
mitted temporarily to suspend opera- 
tions. And it was provided that, with 
the consent of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, the lease’ might be terminated. 
By a separate agreement, dated Sep- 
tember 20, 1922, the lessee designated, 
and the lessor accepted, the Sinclair 
Pipe Line Co. as the nominee of the 
lessee to construct the pige line, having 
a daily capacity of 40,000 barrels. 

The supplementary agreement of 
February 9, 1923, relates to the storage 
tanks to be provided by the lessee. It 
deals with four projects covering con- 
struction work at Portsmouth, Melville, 
Boston and Yorktown. The total ca- 
pacity—some expressed in tons and 
some expressed in gallons—to be con- 
structed at these places was sufficient 
to store 2,550,000 tons of fuel oil, 37,500 
tons and 625,000 gallons of Diesel oil, 
26,500. tons arid 2,230,000 gallons of 
gasoline, 13,800 tons and 1,161,000 gal- 
lons of lubricating Oil. 

The lessee agreed to provide the tanks 
and fill them in exchange for royalty 
oil certificates. The Government was 
not obligated to lessee otherwise than 
to deliver it ofl certificates for redemp- 
tion in accordance with the lease, and 
until the agreement was fully per- 
formed all certificates received by the 
Government were to be used for con- 
structing and filling storage for fuel 
ofl and other petroleum products. And 
it was further provided that upon com- 
pletion these projects other facilities 
for the storage of comgeee gs products 
required by the Navy were to be con- 
structed and filled by the lessee. 


Complete Reserve Stations. 


The evidence shows that the storage 
facilities to be furnished under the 
lease were tc be complete reserve fuel 
stations, such as are known in the ap- 
propriation act as “fuel depots;" that 
the agreement to use royalty oil to pay 
for such truction was made for the 
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000,000, of that on the Pacific Coast 
under agreement with the Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum & Transport Co., $15,- 
000,000 and for the whole program— 
including the products to be put into 
these fuel depots when constructed—a 
little in excess of $100,000,000. The 
cost of the pipe line is not included 
in any of these figures. It was not 
deemed to be a facility merely for the 
development of the reserve; but was 
desired by those acting for the Gov- 
ernment for the transportation of oil 
obtained in that part of the country 
to create competition in the oil market, 
and as an instrumentality for national 
defense in case of war. 


A construction of the act authoriz- 
ing the agreed disposition of the re- 
serve would conflict with the policy 
of the Government to maintain in the 
ground a great reserve of oil for the 
Navy. Joint resolution approved Febru- 
ary 8, 1924, 43 Stat. 5. 


It would restore to the Secretary of 
the Navy authority, of which he had 
recently been deprived, to construct 
fuel depots without express authority 
of Congress. Act of August 31, 1842, 
5 Stat. 577, (R. S. 1552); act of March 
4, 1913, 37 Stat. 898. It would put 
facilities of the kind specified outside 
the operation of the general rule pro- 
hibiting the making of contracts of 
purchase or for construction work in 
the absence of express authority and 
adequate appropriations therefore. R. S. 
3732, 3733; act of June 12, 1906, 34 
Stat. 255; act of June 30, 1906, 34, 
Stat. 764. 

It would be inconsistent with the 
principle upon which rests the law re- 
quiring purchased money received on 
the sale of Government property to be 
paid into the Treasury. R. S. 3617, 
3618. While, in order to make the pe- 
troleum products available for the 
Navy, the act deals with reserve land 
as @ separate class, there is nothing 
to indicate a legislative purpose to re- 
verse the policy of conservation or to 
relax the safeguards as to fuel depots 
and contract for their construction, set 
by prior legisfation. 


Could Not Regulate Price. 


The authority to “store” or to “ex- 
change” does not empower the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to use the reserve to 
regulate or affect the price of oil in 
the Salt Creek Field or to induce or 
aid construction of a pipe line to serve 
that territory. And it does not au- 
thorize the Secretary to locate the fuel 
Stations provided for or to use the 
crude oil to pay for them. The Mam- 
moth Oil Co, insists that, even if other 
elements be held unauthorized the 
transaction may be sustained as a lease 
granting the right to take the oil and 
gas in consideration of the develop- 
ment of the property and delivery 
of the royalty oils or the equivalent 
in cash. That view. can not pre- 
vail. The percentage of the pro- 
duct to be retained by the lessee in- 
cludes the consideration, however, in- 
determinate in amount, for the con- 
Struction of the pipe line. Presumably 
the lessee’s undertaking to provide it 
induced the lessor to accept less than 
otherwise would have been asked or 
given. Cf. Hazelton vs. Shekells, 202 
Vi Be TE 

So far as concerns the power under 
the act of June 4, 1920, to make them, 
the lease and agreement now before 
the court, can not. be distinguished from 
those held to have been made without 
authority of law in Pan-American Pet- 
roleum and Transport Co. vs. U. S— 
And the United States is entitled to 
have them canceled. 

Were the lease and supplemental 
agreement fraudulently made?. 

The decisions below are in conflict 
and we have considered the evidence 
to determine whether it establishes the 
charge. The complaint states that the 
lease and agreement were made as the 
result of a conspiracy by Fall and H:. 
F. Sinclair to defraud the United 
States; that Fall acted for the United 
States and Sinclair acted for the Mam- 
moth Oil Co.; that the negotiations 
were secret and the lease was madé 
without competition; that responsible 
persons and corporations desiring to 
obtain leases were by Fall in collusion 
with Sinclair denied opportunity to be- 
come competitors of the Mammoth Co,; 
that a company known as the Pioneer 
Oil Co. asserted a mining claim to lands 
in the reserve; that the claim was 
worthless and known to be so by Fall; 
that he had Sinclair procure a quit 
cleim deed covering the valueless claim 
and, then to make it impossible for 
others to compete with Sinclair’s com- 
pany, Fall made its transfer condition 
the granting of the lease; that Fall 
agreed with.one Shaffer that Sinclair 
would cause a part of the leased lands 
to be set aside for the benefit of Shaf- 
fer, and required Sinclair, in order to 
get the lease for the Mammoth Co. to 
agree that Shaffer should have a sub- 
lease on some of the land; that before 
and after the making of the lease Fall 
kept the negotiations and execution 
secret from his associates, the Congress 
and the public, and, in general terms, 
the complaint charges that Fall and 
Sinclair conspired to defraud the Gov- 
ernment by making the lease without 
authority and in violation of law and 
to favor and prefer the Mammoth Co. 
over others. 


No Direct Evidence. 


As is usual in cases where conspiracy 
to defraud is involved, there is here no 
direct evidence of the corrupt arrange- 
ment. Neither of-the alleged conspira- 
tors Was called as a witness. The ques- 
tion is whethgr the disclosed circum- 
stances prove the charge. When Fall 
became Secretary, Reserve No. 3 had 
already attracted the attention of oil 
operators. His predecessor, Secretary 
Payne, had arranged to offer highest 
bidders fifteen leases in the Salt Creek 
field. These covered areas ranging from 
160 to 640 acres, amounting in all to 
6,400 acres. The royalties averaged 28.76 
per cent. June 15, 1921, the leases were 
auctioned. Bonuses offered in excess of 
the specific royalties amounted in all 
to $1,687,000, and the leases were 
granted on that basis. That field was 
very productive. The reserve compared 
favarably with it, and was considered 
very attractive by all having knowledge 
of the structure. Obviously, oil men 
would be interested in the opening of 
the ipserve and the putting of its 
product on the market. 

From the beginning Fall was keen 
to control the leasing of the naval 
petroleum reserves. Commander H. A, 
Stuart had been put in charge of naval 
reserve matters by Secretary Daniels. 
He continued as special aid to Denby 
and was well qualified for that serv- 
ice. Early in April, 1921, Fall asked 
Assistant Secretary Edward C. Finney, 
who had lonz been in the Interior De- 
partment, to suggest some one who 
could handle naval reserve matters. 
Finney recommended, and Fall ap- 
pointed, Dr. W. C. Mendenhall, of the 
Geological Survey. Early in May Fall 
had a memorandum prepared by Fin- 
ney to disclose what power or author- 
ity in respect o£ the reserves could be 
delegated to Fall. 

Finney reported that the President 
might commit to the Secretary of the 
Interior the authorization of such ad- 
ditional wells or 
naval reserves as the President by sec- 
tion 18 of the leasing act was empow- 
ered to permit or grant; that under the 
act of June 4, 1920, the Secretary of 
the Navy might request hini to handle 
the conservation, development and op- 
eration cf the naval reserves. And May 
11, Fall sent Denby a letter inclosing 
for his approval a draft of a proposed 
executive order and a form of letter 
addressed to the President to be signed 
by Denby, requesting that the order 
be made. . 

Fall said: “Referring to our cconver- 
sation yesterday. and to your sugges- 
tion to the President that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior placed in charge 
of the administration pf Se laws re- 
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nature if it meets with your approval, 
and a form of executive order for the 
President’s signature if it meets your 
suggestion of yesterday. If they meet 
with your approval and no changes 
occur to you, kindly return them with 
your approval, in order that the mat- 
ter may be taken up with the Presi- 
dent.” 

While this letter contains language 
calculated to indicate that Denby in- 
itiated the matter, the context and at- 
tending facts clearly show that Fall was 
eager to get the authority proposed to 
be given him. 


Denby Let Fall Dominate. 


Denby was not called as a witness, 
but the circumstances indicate that he 
intended to be passive and let Fall 
dominate. He sent Fall’s form of ex- 
ecutive order to Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt and the chief of the Bureau 
of Engineering, Admiral R. S. Griffin. 
After consideration of the matter by 
them and other officers of the Navy, 
including Commander Stuart, J. 
Shafroth and E. A. Cobey the Assistant 
Secretary told Denby that he thought 
that the property should not be turned 
over to the Interior Department. Denby 
replied that the matter had been de- 
cided by the President, Fall and him- 
self. Later the Assistant Secretary 
took to Denby a suggestion, prepared 
by him and his associates, for the 
amendment of the proposed order. 
Denby said, “If you can get Fall to 
agree to this modification, then it will 
be all right with me.”’ Fall agreed to 
the change, and the President signed 
the form of order as amended. Its per- 
tinent provisions follow: 


“The administration and conserva- 
tion of all oil and gas bearing lands 
in naval petroleum reserves * * 
are hereby committed to the Secretary 
of the Interior subject to the supervi- 
sion of the President, but no general 
policy as to drilling or reserving lands 
located in a naval reserve shall be 
changed or adopted except upon con- 
sultation and cooperation with the Sec- 
retary or Acting Secretary of the Navy.” 

The italicized words were added as 
a result of the suggestion of Denby’s 
subordinates. The executive order as 
signed by the President was what Fall 
wanted and, so far as concerns the 
matters here involved, it was not sub- 
stantially different from the draft he 
submitted to Denby. 


Fall Was Dissatisfied. 


Soon after the order was made, 22 
Offset wells in Reserve No. 1 were given 
to companies represented by E. L. Do- 
heny and one McMurray, respectively. 
In connection with that matter Fail 
had some trouble with Mendenhall and 
Stuart and expressed himself as “dis- 
satisfied with both of them.” There- 
fore, neither of them was given any- 
thing to do in respect of reserve leases. 
July 8, 1921, Fall wrote Doheny a let- 
ter containing the following: 

“There will be no possibility of any 
further conflict with Navy officials and 
this department, as I have notified 
Secretary Denby that I should conduct 
that matter ef naval leasing under the 
direction of the President, without 
calling any of his force in consulta- 
tion unless I conferred with himself 
personally upon a matter of policy. He 
understands the situation and that I 
shall handle matters exactly as I think 
best and will not consult with any offi- 
cials of any bureau of his department, 
but only with himself, and such con- 
sultation will be confined strictly and 
entirely to matters of general policy.” 

This exultant declaration that he was 
in a position to handle these vast prop- 
erties as he pleased discredits Fall. His 
desire to get control of the reserves and 
then so proclaim that he had it strong- 
ly suggests that he was willing to con- 
spire against the public interest. And 
that inference is confirmed by his sub- 
sequent conduct. 

By letter to Denby of July 23, Fall 
suggested the thought that royalty oil 
might be used to pay for fuel depots to 
be located and planned by the Navy. 
That idea seems not to have originated 
in the Navy. Such use of royalty oil 
was an essential element in any ar- 
rangement involving the prompt ex- 
haustion of the reserves. It was the 
foundation of the scheme culminating 
in the lease. Denby by letter to Fall 
of July 29 indicated his acquiescence. 
Soon thereafter Fall left Washington 
for the West, declaring that he was go- 
ing to discuss the mgtter with oil men 
“with the idea of working up some such 
arrangement.” He returned about the 
middle of October. 


Robison Succeeds Griffin. 


In the meantime Admiral John K. 
Robison was appointed to succeed Ad- 
miral Griffin as chief of the engineer- 
ing bureau. Denby directed Robison to 
take personal charge of all naval petro- 
leum matters. Commander Stuart was 
relieved from all duties in reference to 
them. The record shows no reason for 
the removal of Stuart, but it does ap- 
pear that Fall favored a change and 
that Denby knew it. ; 

Immediately after he was pfven 
charge, Robison investigated and found 
that reserves Nos. 1 and 2 were suf- 
fering loss from drainage and that 
reserve No. 3 was not. He testified that 
he thought the latter pretty secure but 
not absolutely so. He read Fall’s letter 
of July 23, suggesting the use of royalty 
oil to pay for storage tanks, and he 
made working arrangements with Fall 
which were confirmed by letter of Octo- 
ber 25, prepared by Robison and signed 
by Denby and sent to Fall. They 
agreed that Fall was to control the 
making of all leases for the drilling of 
wells in the naval reserves and for the 
disposition of the products; that he 
would have necessary offset wells drilled 
in reserves Nos. 1 and 2, but that the 
development of reserve No. 3 would not 
be undertaken except to protect it 
against depletion by others; that the 
Navy was to receive fuel oil for royalty 
oll; that so much of the royalty oil as 
was not exchanged for fuel oil would be 
used to obtain storage at places to be 
designated by the Navy, and thet the 
terms of the conversion should be sub- 
mitted to the Navy for approval as to 
qualities, delivery, engineering and 
other features involved. 

Denby did not actively participate, 
but in conferences with Fall he was 
represented by Robison. Fall personal- 
ly conducted the negotiations with Sin- 
clair. And he temporaneously ar- 
ranged with Doheny the contract’ that 
was set aside for fraud in the Pan 
American case, supra. Under the Sec- 
retary, Finney usually acted for the 
United States in making oil and gas 
leases, and he was authorized to sign 
them. But he was not consulted as to 
the terms of the Naval Reserve leases 
made to the Mammoth Co., represented 
by Sinclair, or to the Pan American Pe- 
troleum é& Transport Co., represented 
by Doheny. Robison, through Fall, un- 
doubtedly exerted influence as to the 
provisions for the pipe line and fucl 
stations, but Fall acted for the United 
States and dominated in all matters 
substantially affecting the value of the 
lease. And it is significant that by the 
terms of the lease the Secretary of the 
Interior was authorized to, permit the 
lessee temporarily to suspend produc- 
tion or to assign or terminate the lease. 


Questioned by Denby. 


November 30, at a meeting of the 
Secretary’s council, consistifig of im- 
portant Officers in the Navy, Robison 
advised, and it was decided that the oil 
reserves should not be used to supply 
fuel oil for current use. He urged that 
leases be made and royalty oil ex- 
changed for fuel oi] and storage con- 
structed by the lessees at places to be 
designated by the Navy. Denby at first 
queried whether the exchange was au- 
thorized by law, and Robison called for 
the advice of the judge advocate gen- 
cral of the Navy. He answered affir-

exchange for the oil and its products.” 

Denby approved the opinion and au- 
thorized the proposed exchange. Robi- 
son prepared the letter which Denby 
signed and sent to Fall, quoting the 
judge advocate general and stating that 
Denby desired the Interior Department 
to make exchanges of crude oll for fuel 
oil and storage and that Robison had 
beén designated to handle the details. 

Then Fall went to his ranch at 
Three Rivers, N. Mex., where, December 
31, came Sinclair and his counsel, J. 
W. Zevely, to see him, as the latter 
testified—on some business connected 
with Osage Indian leases. They re- 
mained two days. The showing as to 
what transpired concerning the Teapot 
Dome is meager. The record contains 
no statement from Fall or Sinclair. H. 
F. Bain, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, was there for a day, but the 
leasing of the reserves was not men- 
tioned in his hearing. Zevely testi- 
fied that he was not sure whether the 
subject was mentioned in his pres- 
ence, but he thought inquiry was 
made of Fall as to whether he would 
lease the Teapot Dome and that Fall 
said he was having an investigation 
made, and upon that report he would 
probably determine whether or not he 
would lease it. Nothing here is di- 
rectly disclosed. But, soon after Fall 
and Sinclair met at the ranch, Fall 
caused his office force to investigate 
pending claims to lands in the reserve 
and directed a report to be made to him 
on his return. Evidently he was con- 
Sidering leasing the reserve as a 
whole, 

Fall reached Washington, January 
27 and, at the conference with Robi- 
son, it was decided to develop all .of 
reserve No. 3. He sent for Sinclair 
and Zevely and had Robison tell them 
what would be necessary in any pro- 
posal for a lease. Robison told Sin- 
clair that the whole reserve should be 
developed, that a pipe line adequate 
to serve the field should be construct- 
ed and that royalty oil should be used 
to obtain fuel oil and to pay for stor- 
age facilities, and February 3 Sinclair 
wrote to Fall, stating that he was 
Willing to take out all the oil in the 
reserve on a royalty basis and specify- 
ing features substantially the same as 
those suggested to him by Robison. He 
also proposed to quiet all outstanding 
claims and so enable the Government 
to make one lease covering the whole 
reserve. 


Opposed Leases by Auction. 


His letter argued against granting 
leases by auction, asserted that the re- 
serve was being drained, and insisted 
that it was better to have oil stored 
where needed than to keep a reserve

| convention had adopted a committee 


report affirming the action of the ex- 
ecutive council in calling a conference 
|of union officials and mine workers to 
be held in Pittsburgh November 14 to 
discuss ways and means of assisting the 
striking miners of central and western 
Pennsylvania. 

Previously the convention went on 
record as favoring a reorganization of 
the Postoffice Department on a profit 
and loss basis. A resolution was passed 
urging Congress to pass legislation pro- 
viding that the reports of postal ex- 
penditures be segregated so that none 
other than operating: expenses might be 
charged against revenues. 


Backs Postal Resolution. 


Edward J. Gainor, president of the 
National Association of Letter Carriers, 
in behalf of the resolution asserted that 
public welfare services were heing 
charged against revenues to the end 
that any increases in salaries for postal 
clerks might necessitate raising postage 
rates. 

These welfare services, he said, in- 
cluded circulation of free literature by 
officials, service to the Department of 
Agriculture and to the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Gainor declared the department 
could never be self-sustaining as long 
as unrelated expenditures were charged 
against revenues. The 2-cent stamp, 
however, he added, continued virtually 
to pay the debts of the postal service. 
Last year only a nominal loss of $24,- 
000,000 was contained in the report 
despite the overburdening of the de- 
partment with these expenses. 

The resolution providing federation 
support for higher wages for postal 
employes, which precipitated the dis- 
cussion, was adopted. 

The committee on legislation recom- 
mended that continued opposition be 
maintained by the federation to what

possible the amending of the Federal 
Constitution. 

The convention reaffirmed its stand 
for more drastic immigration laws; 
| recommended support of legislative ef- 
|forts to prevent any but American 
| citizens being employed in American 
arsenals; approved a proposed law to 
compel ships to carry the same num- 
ber of sailors when leaving port as ar- 
riving in order to prevent smuggling 
of aliens, and declared regret for the 
delay in final leasing of Muscle Shoals.

Skinner, Eddy Loses 
Supreme Court Case 


(Asscoiated . Press.) 

The Skinner & Eddy Corporation lost 
in the Supreme Court yesterday in its 
fight to compel Comptroller General 
McCarl to pass on its claim growing 
out of wartime contracts with the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation amount- 
ing to about 89,000,000. ; 

Action by the Comptroller General 
was sought as a basis for a counter- 
claim by the corporation in a Govern- 
ment suit against it in the Federal 
Court for western Washington, based 
on a contract by the corporation for 
purchase of the Government’s ship- 
building plant at Seattle. 
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underground. On receipt of the letter, 
Fall conferred with Sinclair and di- 
rected Arthur W. Ambrose, chief pe- 
troleum technologist of the department, 
to give him an estimate of the quan- 
tity of oil in the reserve and “some 
idea as to the possibilities of drainage.’ 
February 18, Ambrose reported that 
he estimated 360,270,000 barrels in the 
Salt Creek field and 135,050,000 bar- 
rels in the reserve. His report dis- 
closed no immediate danger of drain- 
age but only a possibility of loss dur- 
ing the next six or seven years. About 
that date Fall called Ambrose into his 
office where Sinclair and Zevely were 
and, outlining certain provisions he 
wanted, directed that a draft of lease 
be prepared. The work of prepara- 
tion required two or three weeks, and 
most of it was done in Zevely’s office 
in Washington. Questions concerning 
its provisions airising from time _ to 
time were referred to Fall and Sin- 
clair; they settled all the terms of the 
lease. The draft was not submitted to 
any lawyer in the Interior Depart- 
ment. 

The Pioneer Oil & Refining Co. and 
the Societe Belgo-Americaine des Pet- 
roles du Wyoming had asserted placer 
mining claims to lands in the reserve. 
In 1917 the department fully investi- 
gated and found these claims were 
without merit. In 1920 Secretary Payne 
held them invalid and denied appli- 
cation for a lease. In March, 1921, As- 
sistant Secretary Finney dismissed 
claimants’ petition for a rehearing. 
Later, they filed a petition to invoke 
the supervisory power of the Secre- 
tary. Answering an inquiry from Fall, 
Finney told him that the claims “had 
no validity and no standing.” The last 
petition had not been heard when Fall 
and Sinclair met at the ranch. The 
report that Fall called for was ready 
before he returned to Washington; it 
stated that there were no claims de- 
serving serious consideration. Obvious- 
ly, Sinclair’s proposal to quiet out- 
standing claims was the result of an 
understanding with Fall. 


Mammoth Company Organized. 


February 28, 1922, Sinclair caused 
the Mammoth Co. to be organized. He 
promptly obtained from the Pioneer 
and Belgo companies quit-claim deeds 


of all the reserve lands and agrees with 
them that, in the event of obtaining 
a lease covering the lands, it would pay 
them $200,000 within eighteen months 
and $800,000 more out of one-third of 
the value of the gross production 
less royalties. March 11, Sinclair wrote 
Fall, submitting the Mammoth Co.’s 
formal application for a lease. He said 
that if the lease were granted he would 
become owner of all the: capital stock 
of the company and would personally 
guarantee performance of the .con- 
tract. 

He submitted a form of lease—pre- 
symably that already prepared in co- 
operation with Fall—and inclosed the 
company’s quit-claim deed to the 
United States of all that was conveyed 
to it by the Pioneer and Belgo com- 
panies. The record shows that, after he 
knew that the Mammoth had obtained 
these deeds, Fall told some who sought 
to lease the reserve that he would re- 
quire the lessee to satisfy or clear up 
outstanding claims. 

In March, after much time had been 
spent in preparing the lease, Fall told 
a representative of a company seeking 
a lease that he was not ready at that 
time to consider leasing the reserve 
and that if he should. so decide, he 
would notify the applicant. To one act- 
ing for another company, who called 
about April 10 to submit an offer for 
a lease, Fall indicated that he would 
entertain a bid and said that he would 
be glad to see representatives of the 
company at Three Rivers. The lease had 
been signed by Fall April 7. 


Shaffer Told to See Sinclair. 


March 16, 1912, John C. Shaffer called 
on Fall concerning an earlier applica-’ 
tion for a lease covering a specified 
tract of 600 acres in the reserve. Fall 
said he was then negotiating with Sin- 
clair for a lease covering the reserve. 
Shaffer insisted upon having some of 
it and Fall said he told Sinclair to set 
aside 200 acres for Shaffer. And when 
Shaffer demanded more, Fall advised 
him to see Sinclair, adding, “I think 
you will find him a very reasonable 
man, and you probably will make sat- 
isfactory arrangements with him.” 
Shaffer went to New York and saw Sin- 
clair. The latter said that Fall had told 
him to reserve 200 acres for Shaffer. 
Shaffer demanded 600 acres. Protracted 
negotiations between them followed, 
and it does not appear that any agree- 
ment was ever reached. Fall’s arrange- 
ment with Sinclair for a sublease to 
Shaffer was extraordinary and indicates 
that he had favored the Mammoth Oil 
Co. and that Sinclair on that account 
had answered obligations not expressed 
in the lease. 

About March 30 a rough draft of the 
lease was given to Robinson. April 7, 
Fall signed as Secretary of the In- 
terior and “for the Secretary of the 
Navy.” It was though desirable, wheth- 
er necessary or not, that Denby should 
sign; and, about April 12, he did so. 
Then Fall, about to leave for New Mex- 
ico, told Finney that the lease had been 
executed, and locked it and copies in 
his desk. He said that “he didn’t want 
it to get out” until afteY the consum- 
mation of the contract (that set aside 
in the*Pan-American case) for the con- 
struction of storage tanks, &c., at Pearl 
Harbor. He wrote Denby, inclosing a 
copy, and stated that delivery of the 
lease had been made to the lessee, that 
he, had instructed his office force to 
give out nothing, that he was particu- 
lary anxious that no details should be 
disclosed pending the completion of the 
other contract. And, in order to sup- 
port his refusal to furnish a senator 
information concerning these contracts. 
Fall jnsisted that they should not be 
given out because military plans were 
involved. . 

After Fall left, inquiries were made at 
the department, but all information 
was withheld. When demand became 
more insistent, Fall wired his office to 
notify Sinclair to furnish a surety com- 
pany bond, “in view of congressional 
agitation,” instead of Sinclair’s per- 
sonal hond, heretofore accepted. About 
April 21- information concerning the 
lease was given in response to a Senate 
resolution. 


No Reason for Secrecy. 


There was never any legitimate 
reason for secrecy. The Mammoth Oil 
Co. insists that the lease was made to 
protect the reserve from loss by drain- 
age. Trial court did not pass upon 
the matter. The Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals found there was a remote but 
not immediate danger. It said (page 
719): “The drainage danger was un- 
questionably not imminent enough to 
force immediate action in the leasing 
of the entire property.” That fact is 
satisfactorily established. A discussion 
of evidence is not necessary. The cir- 
cumstances, terms of arrangement and 
testimony of witnesses show that the 
lease and agreement were not made to 
prevent drainage. While the negotia- 
tions were pending, Fall and Sinclair 
indicated that they thought such 
danger existed, but the evidence war- 
rants a finding that their expressions 
were made in bad faith to make it 
appear. that there was @ reason for the 
exhaustion of the reserve and the pro- 
posed disposition of its products. 

In January 1922, Fall was informed 
that counsel for certain oil companies 
had held that the use of royalty oil to 
pay for fuel depots was not authorized 
by law. He expressed fear that because 
of the “question as to the legality of 
bartering of royalty oil for storage, 
people would not bid for this contract 
and lease in California.” But he re- 


| fused to submit the question to the 


Attorney General; and, as a reason for 
not taking such legal advice, said that 
“The chances were at least even, or at 
least there ‘was some chance” that an 
adverse opinion would be given “and 
if the Attorney General 


signs such an 
Fall) would a be estopped 2 
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from doing anything.” And, on April 
12, the day that Denby signed the 
lease, Fall asked him to procure the 
adoption of an amendment to the 
pending naval appropriation bill, pro- 
‘viding that storage for fuel oil from 
the reserves might be obtained by ex- 
change of oil or by use of cash re- 
ceived for royalty oil sold. Fall sent 
Denby a draft of the amendment and 
undoubtedly thought its adoption 
would ‘authorize the exchange of oil 
for the storage facilities contemplated 
by the lease. Under the circumstances, 
his failure to submit the lease to the 
Attorney General or to any lawyer in 
his own department indicates that he 
knew that the transaction was liable to 
be condemned as illegal, and _ that, 
without regard to the law, he intended 
to put it through. 


Liberty Bonds for Fall. f 


Shortly after the making of the lease, 
Fall received from a hiddén source a 
large amount of Liberty bonds, and 
others were used for his benefit. The 
substance of the disclosed circum- 
stances follows: A. H. Hurhphreys con- 
trolled two oil producing companies. H. 
M. Blackmer was chairman of the board 
of the Midwest Refining Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the Standard Oil Co. of Indi- 
ana. The latter and the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil Corporation owned share 
and share alike the Pipe Line Co. and 
Purchasing Co. November 15, Hum- 
phreys, his counsel, Charles S. Thomas, 
Blackmer, Sinclair, O’Neil, president of 
the Prairie Oil & Gas Co., met in New 
York. 

It was there understood that Hum- 
phreys’ companies would sell to Black- 
mer at $1.50 a barrel half their pro- 
duction up to 33,333,333 barrels, and 
also that they would sell at prices cur- 
rent in the field to the Prairie Com- 
pany and the Purchasing Company half 
the production after delivery of the oil 
so sold to Blackmer. The same persons 
and R. W. Stewart, president of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, met the 
‘next day. It was then understood that, 
instead of Blackmer, the Continental 
Trading Co., Ltd., would be the pur- 
chaser in the first transaction and that 
performance on its part would be guar- 
anteed by the Prairie Company and the 
Puchasing Company. The papers were 
so drawn. 


Incorporation Is Sought. 


On the same day, Henry Smith Os- 
ler, a barrister of Toronto, caused ap- 
-plication to be made to the secretary of 
state for Canada for the incorporation 
of the Continental Company. The next 
day, he attended a meeting of the 
same persons and executed the contract 
on behalf of that company. Its per- 
formance was guaranteed as arranged, 
O’Niel acting for the Prairie Company 
and Sinclair and Stewart for the Pur- 
chasing Company. At the same time 
the Continental Company and these 
guarantors made a contract by which 
the latter bought all the oil so purchased 
by the Continental Company and as- 
sumed all its obligations. On the price 
basis specified, the gain of the Conti- 
nental would be at least 23 cents per 
barrel and under some circumstances 
might be more. The Continental was 
to receive payments for the oil on the 
tenth of each month; but was not 
bound to pay the producers before the 
fifteenth. 

So it was assured profit of at least 
25 cents per barrel without financing 
or effort of any kind. As permitted 
by Canada law, it issued share war- 
rants to bearer with dividend coupons 
attached; except. for qualifying shares, 
it put out no stock, did no other busi- 
ness, and kept no accounts. “All its 
financial transactions were handled by 
the New York agency of the Dominion 
Bank of Canada. There was found no 
record disclosing who were financially 
interested in the company or entitled 
to dividends paid by it. Pursuant to 
Osler’s instructions the New York 
agency on April 13 and April 17, 1922, 
bought Liberty bonds of $300,000 par 
value, and, on May 8 following, Osler, 
as president of the Continental Co., 
gave the agency a receipt for Liberty 
bonds of that amount. There were 
other similar transactions; and, between 
February, 1922, and June, 1923, like 
purchases and deliveries amounted to 
more than $3,000,000. In May, 1923, the 
Continental Co. assigned its contract 
with the Humphreys companies to its 
guarantors for $400,000. Shortly after-

Everhart Has Liberty Bonds. 
May 29, 1922, at Pueblo, Colo., Fall's 


in Liberty bonds. Of that amount, 
$200,000 Were, by the numbers thereon, 
conclusively ‘shown to have been in- 
cluded in the lots purchased by the 
New York agency Anril 13 and April 17, 
and receipted for by Osler, May 8. Ever- 
hart gave the First National Bank of 
Pueblo bonds for $90,000 to be kept for 
Fall.

Thatcher Estates Co. at par and accrued 
interest. Fall and Everhart owned all

Land Co. The Thatcher Co. had loaned 
the cattle company $10,000; Fall, $15,- 
000, and Everhart, $83,000, and for se- 
curity held all the stock of that com- 
pany. Out of the proceeds of the bonds 
Everhart paid these debts. The bakince 
was distributed to the company, Fall 
and Everhart. Mut of the $90,000 in 
bonds given to the bank for Fall, $20,- 
000 were deposited to the credit of the 
cattle company, and the rest were sent 
to Fall. In October and November 
1922, he sold $20,000 in Texas, and in 
May, 1923, $50,000 in New Mexico. The 
Government called Everhart as a wit- 
ness; but, invoking the ‘rule against 
compulsory self-incrimination, he de- 
clined to give any information as to

France; and, on the application of the 
Government, letters rogatory issued 
they refused to testify. Subpena was 
issued for Stewart, but the marshal 
returned that he could not be found. 
Commissioners were appointed to take 
the deposition of Osler in Canada, 
He was sworn, but declined to disclose 
who caused him to organize the Con- 
tinental Co. or to give information as 
to its owners or the distribution of its 
assets. As ground for the refusal, he 
asserted that the information called 
for was privileged because communi- 
cated to or obtained by him in the 
course of his employment as a profes- 
sional legal advisor, and that the com- 
pany. and its officers were his. confi- 
dential agents for the better perform- 
ance of his duties to his client. Ap- 
plication was made to the Supreme 
Court, of Ontario, to compel him to 
testify. That court held he must an- 
swer, 56 O. L. R. 307; and its judgment 
~— affirmed on appeal. 56 O. L. R. 


Delay of Trial Refused. 


The. District Court, on defendant's 
objections, refused to-delay the trial 
pending final decision in the Canada 
courts and thereafter refused to re- 
open the case in order to get Osler’s 
testimony.

Sinclair was about to go to Russia on 
business, had Zevely arrange with Fall 
to meet him there. Fall was given 
$10,000 for expenses; and, May 26, 1923, 
Sinclair directed, his secretary, Wahl- 
berg, to give Zevely bonds for $25,000 
if the latter asked for them. A few 
days later Zevely obtained the bonds 
and, at Fall’s request, had them sent 
to the First National Bank of El Paso. 
Zevely wrote the bank that the pack- 
age belonged to Fall. By direction of 
Fall the bank sold the bonds and gave 
him credit for the proceeds, $25,671.36. 
Zevely testified concerning the trans- 
action before the Senate committee on 
public lands, and that testimony was 
introduced at the trial by the defend- 
ants. 

Its substance was that Zevely went to 
New Mexico to see Fall because he did 
not want to write about the matter; 
that in addition to the expense money, 
Fall wanted $25,000 to buy one or two 
small ranches there; that Zevely so re- 
ported to Sinclair, who said: “If he 
does, you will have to let him have it;” 
that later Zevely had Wahlberg, who 
did not know the bonds were for Fall, 
send them to the designated bank; that 
the bonds were not given as a fee, but 
as a loan from Sinclair; that, after 
Fall’s return from Russia, he gave 
Zevely a note for $25,000, which the 
latter still held. Fall allowed the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds to remain in the 
bank. for a long time, and it does not 
appear that he ever bought the ranches. 
It is obvious that this. was not a 
straightforward transaction. Coming so 
soon after the supplemental agreement 
made to perfect and carry out the 
scheme, it strengthens and confirms the 
inference that Fall had been willing to 
conspire to defraud thfe United States; 
and, taken in connection with other cir- 
cumstances disclosed, it is persuasive 
evidence of such a conspiracy between 
him and Sinclair. 


Rule on Evidence Quoted. 


Familiar rules govern the considera- 
tion of the evidence. As said by Lord 


Mansfield in Blatch vs. Archer (Cowper 
63, 65): “It is certainly a maxim that 
all evidence is to be weighed according 
to the proof which it was in the power 
of one side to have produced, and in 
the power of the other to have con- 
tradicted.” The record shows that the 
Government, notwithstanding the dili- 
gence reasonably to be expected, was 
unable to obtain the testimony of 
Blackmer, O’Neil, Stewart, Everhart, or 
Osler in respect to the transaction by 
which the Liberty bonds recently ac- 
quired by the Continental Co. were 
given to and used by Fall. And the 
record contains nothing to indicate 
that the petitioners controlled any of 
them, or did anything to prevent the 
Government from obtaining their tes- 
timony, or that they or the evidence 
they might have given was within pe- 
titioners’ power. But the failure of 
Sinclaiy to testify stands on a different 
basis. Having infttroduced' evidence, 
whi-*, uncontradicted and unexplain- 
ed, was sufficient to sustain a charge. 
The United States was not required to 
cal] the principal representative of the 
company. His silence makes strongly 
against the company. It is as if he 
personally held the lease, were defend- 
ant and failed to testify. 

The guiding considerations by which 
the proper significance of such silence 
is to be ascertained were well stated 
by Chief Justice Shaw in the cele- 
brated case of Commonwealth vs.

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HATEVER you paint, for what-

But when pretty 
stringent proof of circumstances is pro- 
duced, tending to support the charge, 
and it is apparent that the accused is 
so situated that he could offer evidence 
of all the facts and circumstances as 
they existed, and show, if such was the 
proof, that the suspicious circum- 
stances can be accounted for consist- 
ently with his innocence, and he fails 
to offer such proof, the natural con- 
clusion is, that the proof, if produced, 
instead of rebutting, would tend to 
sustain the charge. But this is to be 
cautiously applied, and only in cases 
where it is manifest that proofs are 
in the power of the accused, not ac- 
cessible to the prosecution.” 


Could Have Been Fought by Sinclair. 


While Sinclair's failure to testify can 
not properly be held to supply any fact 
not reasonably supported by the sub- 
stantive evidence in the case (Northern 
Railway Co. vs. Page, 274, U. S. 65, 74), 
it justly may be inferred that he was 
not in position to combat or explain 
any fact or circumstance s0 supported 
by evidence and material to the Gov- 
ernment’s case. Runkle vs. Burnham, 
153 U. S. 216, 225; Kirby vs. Tallmadge, 
160 U. S. 379, 382; Bilokunsky vs. Tod, 
263 U. S. 149, 154; Vajtauer vs. Com- 
missioner of Immigration, 273 U. 8S., 103, 
111; Clifton vs. U. S., 4 How., 242, 247; 
Missouri, K. & T. Railway Co. vs. Elliott, 
102 Fed. 96, 102. As to facts appearing 
to have been in the Knowledge or power 
of Sinclair, we find that the evidence 
establishes all that it fairly and rea- 
sonably tends to prove. 


The complaint did not allege bribery; 
and, in the view we take of the case, 
there is no occasion to consider and 
we do not determine whether Fall was 
bribed in respect of the lease or agree- 
ment. It was not necessary for the 
Government to show that it suffered 
or was liable to suffer loss or disad- 
vantage as a result of the lease or that 
Fall gained by or was financially con- 
cerned in the transaction. It requires no 
discussion to make it plain that the 
facts and circumstances above referred 
to require a finding that pending the 
making of the lease and agreement Fall 
and Sinclair, contrary to the Govern- 
ment’s policy for: the conservation of 
oil reserves for the Navy and in disre- 
gard of law, conspired to procure for the 
Mammoth Co. all the products of the 
reserve on the basis of exchange of 
royalty oil for construction work, fuel 
oil, and so forth; that Fall so favored 
Sinclair and the making of the lease 
and agreement that it was not possible 
for him loyally or faithfully to serve the 
interests of the United States or im- 
partially to consider the applications of 
others for leases in the reserve, and that 
the lease and agreement were made 
fraudulently by means of collusion and 
conspiracy between them.

ION IN OIL CASE 


Crude ‘Oil Purchasing Co., bought from 
that company the tanks already con- 
structed and others built thereon. It 
used them to store Salt Creek royalty 
oil that it bought from the Govern- 
ment. It claims that it relied on the 
validity of the lease and became the 
owner of the tanks as licensee and 
grantee of the lessee and entitled to 
maintain them in all respects as the 
lessee was entitled to do under the 
lease. 


It contends that the Circuit Court 
of Appeals erred in directing it to be 
restrained from ‘further trespassing 
upon the reserve, and that in any event 
it should be given opportunity to re- 
move its property. But the purchasing 
company is presumed to have known 
that no law authorized the making of 
any such lease. The existence of that 
arrangement for the exhaustion of the 
reserve was calculated to excite the 
apprehensions of one considering such 
a purchase and put him on his guard 
rather than to give assurance of safety. 


The use of such tanks to take oil 
from the reserve was a part’ of the 
illegal scheme. Moreover, the pur- 
chasing company was owned half and 
half by the Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Corporation and the Standard Oil Co. 
of Indiana. Sinclair was chairman of 
the board of the former and Stewart 
held like position in the latter. Shortly 
before the purchasing company bought 
its tanks, these chairmen acted for 
and controlled it in respect to most 
important transactions. That and other 
disclosed circumstances are sufficient 
to impute to it Sinclair’s knowledge of 
the conspiracy to defraud by which the 
lease was obtained. It is clear that, in 
respect of the use and removal of these 
tanks, the purchasing company is in 
no better position than the Mammoth 
Co. would have occupied if it owned 
them. 


Relied on Validity of Lease. 


The Sinclair Pipe Line Co., as lessee’s 
nominee to build the pipe line provided 
for in the lease, expended a large 
amount in constructing on the reserve 
a pumping station, pipe line and other 
equipment necessary for the transpor- 
tation of the oil therefrom. It asserts 
that it relied on the validity of the 
lease, had no knowledge of any fraud 
in its procurement and made these ex- 
penditures in good faith. It contends 
that it should have opportunity to pro- 
cure from governmental authorities a 
right to use the reserve lands for the 
operation of the pipe line and equip- 
ment thereon; and, failing to get 
a right of way or easement for that 
purpose, it should be allowed to remove 
its property. 

That company was also owned half 
and half by the Consolidated Co. and 
the Standard Co. It was a mere nomi- 
nee to do some of the works specified 
in the lease to be performed by the 
lessee. It is chargeable with notice 
that the use of reserve oil to procure 
the construction of the pipe line was 
a part of the plan for the unauthorized 
exhaustion of the reserve; that such 


fuse furthered the violation of law and 


was contrary to the established con- 
servation policy. The Pipe Line Co. 
stands on no better ground than the 
lessee would have occupied if it had 
made the improvements in question.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE POLICY. 


The Russell Sage Foundation, as the result 
of its study of industrial dispute investigations 
in.Canada, is of the opinion that conciliation is 
the most effective method of settling differences 
between workers and employers. Considered 
as a general statement there will be no dis- 
agreement with this conclusion. The reporf, 
however, carries the matter further. “Just as 
the policy of conciliation pursued by the 
Canadian government has won the cooperation 
of labor in the administration of the industrial 
disputes act,’’ says the report, ‘“‘so the policy 
of coercion pursued by governmental bodies i» 
the United States has intensified the opposition 
of labor to similar laws.”’ 

Taken by itself this summation is hardly a 
fair statement of the case in this country. Con- 
gress has 1t various times created bodies for the 
study and adjudication of labor disputes. The 
fundamental policy in each such instance has 
been to provide for arbitration, which is con- 
ciliation under another - name. Labor and in- 
dustry have created semipublic bodies of a 
similar nature. The larger unions all adher= 
to a policy of arbitration. It is only when 
the more radical elements are in control that 
reasoned consideration is refused. 

There are times when arbitration fails, just 
as the study of the Canadian law reveals that 
in several hundred cases its machinery has 
been ignored. There enters then, in the re- 
sultant strike, the element of public welfare 
This is 2 governmental concern fully as much 
as the stability of labor and capital. I[t ix 
often the most important factor, because of 
the larger number of persons invoWed. It 
now and will continue to be the duty of public 
officials under such circumstances to take what. 
ever additional steps they may consider neces 
sarv, whether conciliatory or not.

those of Jupiter include three moons 
‘larger than our own moon: one of 
|Saturn's satellites is bigger than our 
noon. The four moons of Uranus are 
/rmamed Ariel, Umbriel, Titania, Oberon, 
and -Neptunme possesses a nameless 
satellite, discovered by Lassell in 1846.

These have 
been adopted in 553 cities and villages 
embracing a total of 30,000,0C0 in- 
habitants.

It took New York twelve 
years to follow with a more complete 
system, while that of Cleveland dates 
only from last year and is not yet com- 
plete. Detroit and Philadelphia as yet 
have none. 

Many villages are now adopting zon- 
ing rules. Some of them-—Center 
Island, Long Island, is a type—design 
their systems to protect a few rich 
estate owners against the intrusion of 
small plots and cheaper houses. In 
such places the object is to defend ex- 
clusiveness and discourage population 
growth, which in the ordinary village 
is welcomed. 

Traffic, congestion and the waste ol 
values by shifting trade centers have 
been the moving causes of zoning in 
cities. In the movement of smaller 
centers toward zoning the gas filling 
station has been the usual spur to ac- 
tion. A huge filling station rearing its 
splotch of red between the Baptist 
Church and the old Squire Jones place 
can not only disfigure a lovely town, 
but knock ten times its cost off real 
estate values by scaring away what 
might have been purchasers of house 
property. 

The village has quite as much reason 
as the city to form an ideal of what its 
development should be and to frame 
rules insuring the development. Zoned 
communities are likely to be greatly 
increased in number in the near future.

Polish Loan Still 
Under Negotiation 


(Associated Press.) 

Contrary to reports from Warsaw, 
| Treasury Officials have been informed 
that negotiations for a loan to the 
Polish government by private Ameri- 
can bankers still are in progress and 
have not collapsed. American financiers 
are understood to be considering float- 
ing $40,000,000 of the proposed $70,- 
000,000 loan; with British and Dutch 
financial interests absorbing the bal- 
ance. 

If the negotiations are brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion, Charles Dewey, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury in 
charge of fiscal offices, probably will 
be selected as American adviser to the 
Polish government and director of the 
Bank of Poland to supervise the expen- 
diture of the loan. It is understood 
that his name already has been sent 
to the Polish government.

Of the 112 men named in the blanket 


indictment 3 have died since return 
of the indictment, 10 never were caught 
and 1 was released leaving 88 still to be 
brought to trial. 

At the time of the return of the 
indictment Federal prohibition officials 
declared the conspiracy was one of the 
largest ever uncovered in the United 
States to defeat the prohibition amend- 
ment. 

Alcohol Was Diverted. 


The Superior Alcohol Co. was organ- 
ized here for the purpose of selling 
grain alcohol to manufacturers of toilet 
lotions. The company instead, Federal 
Officials declared, diverted the alcohol 
to bootleg channels in all sections of 
the United States. Federal officials 
said that the company made and sold 
$140,000,000 worth of grain alcohol a 
year to wholesale distributing syndi- 
cates in most of the big cities of the 
North. 

The company was known as “the 
Wall street of the rum ring.” The 
group set the bootleg price of alcohol 
for the nation, Federal officials said. 
With Philadelphia as the center of the 
control the ring had a virtual monopo- 
ly of bootleg alcohol. 
Under the ring’s ownership and con- 
trol were fifteen distilleriés, many 
of them in Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Indiana. The 
distillers made grain alcohol for the 
ring at 60 cents a gallon, the price be- 
ing set so the books of the company 
could be opened to Federal officials 
for inspection. 


Profits Come From Splits. 


. The syndicate in each of the dis- 
tilleries made their profits, Federal of- 
ficials said, by “splits” from the or- 
ganization in control. Federal offi- 
Clals said the distilleries averaged ship- 
ments of 15 carloads of grain alco- 
hol @ week each, some of them supply- 
ing as high as 30, while others ran 
down to 5. 

The ring set the price to the dis- 
tributing syndicate at $3 a gallon, a 
profit of 400 per cent. Federal offi- 
Cilals said that with the average of 
about 400 gallons shipped in a carload 
the ring flooded the country with 900,- 
000 gallons a week. 

The wholesalers sold to the boot- 
leggers and the bootleggers retailed to 
customers at between $10 and $15 a 
gallon. |

He and President 
Coolidge got along splendidly-in the 
Black Hills this summer and the 
tribute which the President paid to 
the senator on the day of his depar- 
ture from Rapid City may influence 
Norbeck for many a day. The Presi- 
dent told the Rapid City folk that the 
senator was a great man, worthy of 
any honor they could bestow upon 
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him. Senator McMaster, the junior

VITAMINS NOT SO ELUSIVE, IT 
MS. 


HE vitamins stand the heating and 
T treating to which foods are sub- 

jected in cooking and canning 
very well indeed. It is not necessary to 
eat raw foods to get a proper ration of 
vitamins. The people who live out of 
cans need not suffer from vitamin 
starvation. There is no evidence that 
the can eaters of mining camps waste 
away because of vitamin shortage, and 
sailors who live mostly on canned stuff 
have not so suffered since the use of 
fruit juice became the custom. 

As a matter of fact, there is an in- 
tangible something desirable that comes 
fromm freshness. Fish cooked as soon 
as they are killed, and eaten at the 
waterside; eggs eaten within one day 
after being laid; vegetables and fruits 
that are eaten within a day after being 
gathered, after ripening on .the tree; 
about all these, and others of like ilk, 
there is something of flavor and whole- 
someness that can not be caught and 
held perfectly by any process we have, 
But beyond ‘these narrow limits, prop- 
erly preserved foods retain their vita- 


mins and all their other wholesome 
quantities. 


The old, imperfect methods of keep- 
ing foods resulted in considerable loss 
of vitamins. The newer methods cause 
their retention. The invention of cold 
storage was a great boon to health. The 
development of the art of canning was 
even a greater one. The heating to 
which foods are subjected in canning 
destroys less vitamins than ageing, 
shrinking, early decay, or the action of 
molds or bacteria. In other words, if 
food can not be consumed in its pris- 
tine freshness the best way to kee 
the vitamins is to-quickly heat it for 
a short period at a good temperature, 
and then to can or bottle it; and set 
it away in a cool, dark place. 

The present opinion is that there are 
five vitamins though there are threats 
that B will be split into B and a new 
one, called F, just as D was split off 
from A, and E from A and B. Of these 


C is the most delicate and E the least 
so. 


In a bulletin on vitamins in canned 
foods by E. F. Kohman the effects of 
heat, drying and other processes are 
discussed in detail. The vitamin C in 
orange juice stands heating satisfac- 
torily. The vitamin C in milk is very 
variable in quantity. Heating probably 
lessens it somewhat, though not much, 
particularly if oxidation is held in 
check. The heating of cabbage, spin- 
ach, corn, carrots and potatoes did not 
greatly lessen the vitamin C, provided 
oxidation was guarded against. Apples 
and bananas did not stand heating so 
well. The vitamin C in tomatoes was 
lessened -by heating. Yet the juice 
from canned tomatoes is one of the best 
antiscorbutics we have for either babies 
or grownups. The explanation is that 
the quantity usually consumed supplies 
ample vitamins, even though heating 
has decreased the percentage of that 
principle. 

Vitamins A, D and B resist heating 
satisfactorily. They stand drying and 
evaporating if it is done quickly. They 
do not withstand oxidation well.

WODAN, OLDEN TEUTON 
GOD, YET WORSHIPED 


Death Notice Reveals That 
Cult Is Carried On 
by Association. 


Berlin, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Not long ago 
a report that there were still Germans 
living who worship the old Teutonic 
god Wodan, (from whose name Wednes- 
day is derived) was received with some 
incredulity. 

Now the Neueste Nachrichten, of 
Munich prints a death notice inserted 
by the “Old Germanic Tribal Associa- 
tion” announcing the demise of a 
member in these words: 

“Wodan, the Father of Runes, hath 
been pleased to call our Furisto—name 
follows—to Valhalla to rest with his 
Fathers.” 

“Furisto” means “leader’’ and the 
former Kaiser William bears the hon- 
orary title of “Hochfuristo.” 

The association carrjes on the an- 
cient traditions and customs of the 
old Germanic tribes, and celebrates 
Midsummer Day and Yuletide with an- 
cient ritual, clad in bearskins and hel- 
mets and armed with shields and jave- 
lins.

1. Stand with feet about 18 inches 
apart, arms stretched parallel overhead, 
with palms front. Keep knees stiff and 
bend forward as far as possible, swing- 
ing arms between legs. Return to first 
position. Swing arms above and in 
back of head, bending body backward, 
and press the upper part of the legs 
forward, still keeping knees stiff. Re- 
turn to first position and repeat. 

2. Stand with heels together, 
out, hands on hips. Keeping knees 
rigid, kick the right leg forward as 
high ‘as possible. Bring foot down to 
original position and repeat for eight 
counts. Do the same with the left leg. 
The toe should be pointed while the 
leg is in the air. 


3. Lying on the back, arms at sides, 
flex the knees and bring them up to 
the chest. Kick: out sharply. This 
exercise can be done with each leg 
separately several times, then with, both 
together, 


4. Lying on the back, “make the 
movement of pedaling a bicycle, 50 
times in each direction. This is the 
“bicycle” exercise often referred to. 

Blue Eyes— The exercise descritcd 
above would be very helpful to you. 
You should watch your weight, but 
not attempt any extreme reducing 
measures.

Boiled Tongue. 

Select a large, firm, smoked ox tongue 
and place it in a pan covered with cold 
water for four or five hours or over- 
night, if one is not to prepare the 
tongue until the following day. Drain 
off the water in which the tongue was 
soaked and cover with fresh cold water. 


Add to this water a bay leaf, a few 
peppercorns, an onion, a carrot and a 
few stalks of celery. Add also a small 
amount of parsley, if any is available. 
Bring the tongue slowly to a boil, and 
simmer just at the boiling point with 
the water hardly breaking the surface, 
for three hours. Cool the tongue in the 
liquor and then remove to a platter. 
Cut away the skin and any loose ma- 
terial at the root end, and then place 
in a shallow roasting pan and heat in 
the oven. Remove to the platter, which 
has been heated on the top of the oven 
as the tongue heats, and cover with 
tomato sauce. Serve garnished with 
slices of lemon on svhich has been 
sprinkled a dash of paprika. 

We shall, I still repeat, be delighted 
to send the sauce (tomato) to any one 
who wishes it, although its recipe does 
not appear here. 


Chocolate Custard. 

(To be served thoroughly chilled.) 

4 cupfuls sweet milk. 

5 eggs. 

Pinch salt. 

Scant teaspoonful vaniila. 

2 squares chocolate. 

% cupful granulated sugar. 

% cupful water. 

Melt the chocolate in a small sauce- 
pan, add to it the sugar and water and 
cook these materials together until they 
form a sirup. Add to the sirup the milk, 
not heated, the beaten eggs and vanilla. 
Also the salt. Turn into a buttered 
baking dish and bake in a pan of hot 
water as custard is baked.

ponent of bottle-opera, “The Medicine 
Man” officially made his presence 
known at the Belasco theater last 
night. 

Elliot Lester has turned out a play 
that teems with shades, high-lights, 
and bizarre effects—a potpourri of 
dramaturgy. The play, at first takes on 
the semblance of a drama of:the O’Neill 
school; it then ik asses into a merry 
phase, with the advent of the Medicine 
Man—and from this point on the 
transition is rapid, and complete,. to 
an Ibsenesque mood. With these three 
cunflicting motives the story throbs, 
laughs, and raises the devil generally. 

“The Medicine Man” is a sordid sort 
of story of the life of the ‘Pennsyl- 
vania “Dutch.” Lester has carefully 
drawn his four pivotal characters 
with much accuracy. He has taken 
for his Emil Goltz a gentleman whose 
voice rings with the somberness of a 
character drawn from a “Desire Under 
the Elms” and he has drawn Peter 
Goltz from the same material. The 
Minnie of the play is true to the 
thematic outline he has created for 
her, and in the “Medicine Man,” this 
Mr. Lester has brought a play-boy of 
unusual proportions into a tragic 
scene and made an otherwise dull and 
sordid story one of excellent enter- 
tainment value. 

The story of the “Medicine Man” is 
quite free and easy and to the 
squeamish it might appear to be a 
trifle inflammatory. It will probably 
be referred to in the ranks of the vir- 
gins with sundry titterings. This 
point, however, is not made manifest 
until the latter part of the second act. 
The plot revolves around the unvarn- 
ished life of the tobacco-grower, Emil 
Goltz. It describes him as a man of 
earth, literally. A man who has no 
ideals,-no ambitions, nothing but the 
intolerance of an intolerant bigot who 
raises tobacco and forgets that there 
are other ambitions—like reaching for 
the stars. 

The play introduces the daughter of 
Emil Goltz, one Minnie who, despite

Some keen observer of things the- 
atrical after watching plays the world 
over once remarked that na people so 
aptly lend themselves to melodrama 
as the Americans. Another,_amplifying, 
states that in ng place on the face of 
the earth is melodrama melodrama 
save here, in America. 


If that premise is correct, and it may 
be, since melodrama has come hand in 
hand with the development of the na- 
tion, the high mark in this type of 
blood-and-thunder show is attained 
down at the National—"‘One of the Fin- 
est.” 


Based on a one-act sketch by John 
Wray, the Nugents and Elainé Sterne 
Carrington got together with this 
script and fashioned a pictorial review 
of the ever recurrent conflict between 
the police and the underworld. They 
come very near presenting the perfect 
play of its kind. If there are any im- 
perfections they did not show them- 
selves on the opening night, or were 
lost in the sure-fire action. There is, 
from opening to close, not a flaw dis- 


tions for things higher than becoming 
the wife of a rustic. At this happy 
moment the Medicine Man is intro- 
duced. With much fanfare he becomes 
involved in a»domestic struggle that 
embraces: A love affair, a denunciation 
of the Mendelian theory and a mar- 
riage. But, these affairs are concerned 
with the finale—previous to all this 
the tragedy of intolerance is described, 
convincingly. Peter Goltz, the nephew 
of Emil, forces ‘his matter-of-fact in- 
tentions oi Minnie and she, in respect 
to the canon laws of those parts, con- 
sents to marry him. Peter’s first wife 
is dead, he has an fdiot son and the 
prospective bride sees in this ney alli- 
ance only misery and hopelessness. At 
this Juncture the Medicine Man comes 
in for his innings—but to reveal his 
part in the plot were to divulge the 
whole story. Suffice it to say, “The 
Medicine Man” went across. 

Minor Watson, remembered for his 
work with the National Theater Players, 
is given the big part in which he ac- 
quits himself admirably. Howard Lang, 
the hard-driving father, g’-es a truly 
excellent characterization, and Aloffat 
Johnston comes in a close secon. fcr 
a similar achievement. Mayo Methot, 
the only woman in the company, stages 
a convincing performance. And John 
Daly Murphy, as Steve, is the original 
wise-cracking second man from Yonkers. 
Stephen Zebrook, interprets the role of 
the idiot Otto—a creditable impersona-

Once the ball starts 
rolling there is ever gaining momen- 
tum, perfect suspense, wrapt interest: 
to the very end. 

One Pete Manning is a “bull” of 
years’ standing—a cop, and a good one; 
25 years on the force. Pet of his heart 
is Joan, a daughter of marriageable 
age. Pete hopes, some day, that Joan 
and Tommy Glennon, a member of 
the homicide squad, will somehow 
“hit it off;” but Joan has other ideas. 
She has seen too much of the life of 
@ policeman, sick and tired of her 
environs, “fed up” on talk of criminals, 
and man-hunts, and of gallant officers 
gone to their deaths, mourned by wom- 
en and children. Then, too, she sus- 
pects that all is not fair in the meth- 
ods of policedom; that the heroes are 
not all in uniform. 

A boy who grew up in the neighbor- 
hood with Tommy Glennon and Joan 
Manning “went to the bad”—got sent 
up “for a stretch” at Sing Sing. Chick 
Williams, to Joan, exemplifies bravery; 
for he defies, single-handed, men with 
law on their side. Also, he is an ex- 
ponent of a certain martyrdom. He 
never gets a chance. So Joan “falls” 
for Chick—and Chick is now wanted 
for murder. 

There is the start of the play, the 
bringing together of two conflicting 
forces in the home of one man—and 
he a policeman. In Pete Manning’s 
living room meet, through the auspices 
of Joan, a young detective, Danny Mc- 
Gann; a woman gone astray from her 
husband, Daisy Thomas, now inamorata 
of a tin-horn gambler, Buck Backman, 
who runs a speakeasy, and Chick Will- 
iams, who meets the law on its own 
hearthstone and comes to claim a 
bride. 

From this, the beginning, things 
move on apace—and no mistake. The 
beauty of it is they go in the right 
direction—always to what seems to be 
the inevitable. end; with seemingly, 
nothing else that might happen. 

Thomas Mitchell, last seen here in 
“The Wisdom Tooth,” plays the part 
of Tommy Glennon, the detective in 
love with Joan—a fine, clear cut, por- 
trait; true as a die. John-Wray, who 
once played his one-act sketch in 
vaudeville, and now sees it made into 


@ regular three act play, takes unto. 


himself the criminal role—Chick Will- 
jams; deftly done. There is an out- 
standing rendition by Raymond Hack- 
ett—a name traditional to the stage— 
who plays “an under-cover man” on 
the trail of a murderer. It falls to his 
fate to get “bumped off,” and this 
is where young Hackett’ comes into the 
glory of old-fashioned melodraria, a 
death scene out of the old school, and 
to perfection. Kathryn Givney, of 
blessed memory, comes back in the 
role of the fly-by-night wife; truly a 
Givneyian performance, hard-boiled and 
happily done. Harry Stubbs is her 
gambler friend. William Corbett, a 
facsimile of Gen. Pershing, but in the 
uniform of a policeman, adds authority 
to the piece as Joan’s father. So it 
goes—a perfect cast in a _ well-nigh 
perfect. play. Eeven the odd bits are 
well handled. 

If ever melodrama needed a de- 
fender here it is—“One of the Finest.”

Volstead, in his drive 
against “home brewers,” declared he 
believed they could be reached through 
the paragraph of the national act 
which fordids “possession or sale of 
materials designed for use in manufac- 
turing intoxicating liquor.”

THREE PLANES CRASH 


Naval Accidents Wreck Ships 


but Personnel Suffers Only 
- Slight Injuries. 


ONE FALLS IN NICARAGUA 


Three naval plane accidents occurred 
yesterday without loss of life. Lieut. 
Ernest W. Litch, naval aviator, escaped 
with a scalp wound and facial cut when 
a torpedo plane he was taking.off in 
fell from height of 100 feet yesterday 
morning, at the Naval Air Station at 
Anacostia. The plane was badly dam- 
aged and the cause of the crash has 
not yet been determined officially. 
Chief Metalsmith C, M. Berger and As- 
sistant Radio Engineer Lawrence A. Hy- 
land, Bellevue Naval Research Labora- 
tory, other occupants of the plane, 
sustained minor injuries. 

Lieut. Litch, a radio officer, had 
taken off for a radio test flight at the 
south end of the field when the crash 
occurred. He was taken to the Naval 
Hospital following the accident, 
Whether engine trouble caused the 
accident station officials are not yet 
able to determine. The plane stalled 
and fell in a tail spin. A wing struck 
ground first, breaking the force of the 
fall. 

Rear Admiral David F. Sellers, com- 
mander of the special service squadron. 
reported to the Navy Department yes- 
terday that the plane of Second Lieut. 
Thomas, Marine Corps, pilot, and Sergt. 
Frank E. Dowdell, observer, crashed 
near Quilali, Nicaragua, and the plane 
was destroyed by fire, the personnel 
escaping without injury. 

Rear Admiral F. B. Upham, com- 
mandant of the Naval Air Station at 
Pensacola, Fla. also reported that 
Lieut. Comdr. Ralph E. Davison’s plane 
crashed into the Mississippi River at 
New Orleans yesterday, during the 
ceremonies incident to the Lindbergh 
reception, but was able to get ashore 
safely. Further details were lacking. 


Contract Awarded 
For Air Mail Route 


(Associated Press.) 

The Continental Air Lines, inc., of 
Cleveland, yesterday was awarded the 
contract for operating the Cleveland- 
Louisville air mail route at $1.22 per 
pound for all mail carried. 

Service on the route, which calls for 
stops at Akron, Columbus, Dayton and 

incinnati, will probably not begin be- 
fore March 1.. The proposed schedule 
calls for night-fiving and connection 
with the New York-Chicago overnight 


air mail at Cleveland. Start of the 
service will be delayed until the route 
has been lighted under direction of the 
Department of Commerce. The Conti- 
nental Air Lines’ bid was the lowest of 
those submitted July 16. A four-year 
contract will be signed.

average speed of slightly more than 
100 miles an hour. 

Paris, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Paris bade 
bon voyage this morning to another 
pair of aviators, who hope to cross the 
Atlantic—this time with Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, as their goal. Dieudonne 
Costes, as pilot, and Naval Lieut. Joseph 
Lebrix, navigator and wireless operator, 
took off from Le Bourget Field in the 
Diplane “Nungesser-Coli,” at. 9:43. 

They hope to have breakfast at St. 
Louis, on the Senegal coast of Africa, 
tomorrow morning, and then cross the 
South Atlantic in one full swoop to 
Pernambuco, Brazil. 

If they succeed this will be the first 
time that a nonstop flight has been 
made between Africa and South Amer- 
ica, although this is the seventh air 
trip between the two southern conti- 
nents. 

Reports indicate that the aviators 
are having the advantage. of a full 
moon, with clear sky and wind helping 
them onward. Apparently they had no 
difficulties in flying over the Mediter- 
ranean across the Moorish fringe of 
northwestern Africa, jutting out into 
the ocean. Lebrix, who has flown over 
that section before, said prior to his 
departure that he would breathe easier 
after the Moorish country had been 
left behind, for the natives have a 
habit of being rather unpleasant to 
aviators who make forced landings. 

The Frenchmen made an average of 
more than 100 miles an hour as far as 
Casablanca. From there they had some 
1,500 miles to go before they would 
reach St. Louis, The jump from Paris 
to St. Louis is about 4,300 kilometers, 
or 2,670 miles, more than a thousand 
kilometers longer than the Atlantic hop 
from that point to Pernambuco. 

Undaunted by the heavy -ortality 
rate this year among  tiransoceanic 
fliers, Costes and Lebrix went away 
smiling, telling their friends that they 
would be in Paris soon again, and cer- 
tainly would see Buenos Aires in the 
meantime. 

They are well supplied with all emer- 
gency equipment. They have gas tanks 
that can be emptied quickly, sealed and 
converted into floats; they have re- 
serves of food, and they took along a 
water condenser, for the conversion of 
scar water, if necessary, into fresh water. 

With fine October weather prevailing 
and with no storms in sight the French 
are making other efforts for-the glory 
of aviation before winter sets in. Leon 
Givon and Pierre Corbu, in the Blue 
Bird, made tests this afternoon, pre- 
paratory to hopping off for Dakar, 
Africa, thence to Pernambuco, and per- 
haps to New York by the southern 
route. They expect to go Wednesday 
or Thursday, if the weather remains 
good.

Price Tone Strong on Exchange. 


Merchants Transfer & Storage pre- 
ferred was the leader in yesterday’s 
session off the Washington Stock Ex- 
change in a market that was not quite 
so active as on Monday a week ago, 
but in which the price tone was strong 
and one new peak for the year was 
reached. The storage stock opened un- 
changed at 102 with 100 shares chang- 
ing hands in three lots at this level, 
and a half point was picked up on 
the following sale of 30 shares with 
sales through to the end at 102%. The 
stock was marked up at the close 102% 
bid and 102% asked. , 

Liberty National Bank stepped up 2 
points to 240 to reach a new peak for 
1927, while American Security & Trust 
Co. sold in a small lot at 46514. Other 
bank stocks were strong in bid price, 
but no other offerings were made.

Peoples Drug Sales Increase, 

Sales of Peoples Drug Stores, Inc.,

Sales for the nine months 
ended September 30 amounted to 
$5,761,714, compared with $4,384,574 in 
the corresponding period of last year, 
an increase of $1,377,140, or 31.41 per 
cent. The preferred stock of the com- 
pany, which is listed on the Washing- 
ton Stock Exchange, began the year at 
110'4, while its range to date has 
been high 122, low 117, with sales yes- 
terday at 119. 


Liberty National 10 Years Old.

Chicago, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Wheat 
prices averaged higher today, traders 
failing to anticipate that the United 
States Government crop report would 
increase the 1927 estimate of spring 
wheat yield. Official figures on corn 
| Feeder although expected to prove 
searish were much more so than had 
been looked for, 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled at the same as Saturday's 
finish to %w@%y cent advance, with 
corn 1 cent to 1% cent down, oats un- 
changed to a shade lower and pro- 
visions varying from 20 cents decline 
to a rise of 5 ‘cents. 

Crop figures from Washington were 
not available until long after today’s 
trading in grain was at an end. Mean- 
while the wheat market here was 
afiected mainly by decided broadening 
of export demand for wheat from 
North America and by word of a bliz- 
zard in Alberta and of snow in Sas- 
katchewan causing further delay to 
threshing as well as impairment_of 
quality. Today’s sales of wheat to Eu- 
rope were estimated at 1,200,000 
bushels, saree’ Canadian, and news 
was also received that the German 
wheat crop this season had been oOffi- 
cially estimated as 19,000,000 bushels 
less than last year. 

Increase of spring wheat production 
this season, according to the new offi- 
cial figures, amounts to ,000,000 
bushels over the Government estimate 
last month. The increase is mu 
more strixing as compared with latest 
private estimates which on an average 
were 24,000,000 bushels short of today’s 
Government figures. Most wheat trad- 
today in ignor- 
ing favorable crop advices from Argen- 
tina and Australia and continued large 
receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis, 
2,198 cars against 516 cars a year ago. 

Government estimates today of corn 
yield were 41,000,000 bushels above the 
average of private reports and were 
146,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
latest previous official figures. Favor- 
able weather advices dominated today’s 
; | corn market. No attention was paid to 
rost. 

Oats prices held novige Sf few if any 
traders foreseeing that the official re- 
turns on oats would show 15,000,000 
bushels gain for the month.

REVOLT OVER, CALLES SAYS

report on the activity which ended the 
revolution.’ ” 
The presidential statement resumes: 
“Regarding the surrender, of which 
we have spoken in the first part of this 
statement, Gen. Roberto Cejugo, com- 


mandant of the Jalapa garrison, in- 
formed President Calles that this morn- 
ing more than 500 Gomez-Almada reb- 
els, including officers, presented them- 
selves for surrender, this constituting 
the entire number of infantry that the 
traitor Gomez commanded. They sur- 
rendered unconditionally after the de- 
feat Gen. Escobar inflicted on them. 


Armed Peasants Fight Rebels. 


“The surrender occurred at Cosautlan, 
state of Verh Cruz, the men who sur- 
rendered informing the government 
troops that more rebels would be com- 
ing in to surrender and asking mercy 
for them. Our loyal federal cavalry 
troops are no wpursuing Gomez, Al- 
mada and Medina, who fled in such 
@® cowardly manner, abandoning their 
officers and men. 

“At a place called La Boquilla, state 
of Queretaro, a battle was fought be- 
tween armed peasants and a small 
group of rebels headed by Gens. Ar- 
mado Garza Linares and Donato Se- 
gura. The rebels were completely ex- 
terminated and Gens. Linares and Se- 
gura and Maj. Luis Pedrejo were killed 
in battle.” : 

Col. Luis Felipe Cruz, second in com- 
mand of the Twenty-ninth cavalry, was 
Killed in a recent engagement when 
loyal troops under his command came 
into action against rebel units at Teoti- 
“~huacan, near Mexico City. The rebels 
had left the capital Sunday night to 
join Gomez in Vera Cruz, and the loyal 
troops gave pursuit. The rebels’ strength 
was estimated at about 400, and it is 
Statcd that after the clash, they aban- 
doned the revolutionary movement and 
rejoined the government forces, whicn 
would leave about 400 from the Mexico 
City garrison who reached Gomez at 
Perote. 


Federals Defeat Force Under Cid. 


Federals defeated a small group of 
rebels commanded by Meliton Cid, a 
former officer of the local militia, near 
Santa Rosa, state of Vera Cruz. This 
group was attempting to join the revo- 
lutionary movement. Cid escaped, but 
is believed to have been wounded. Two 
of his followers were captured. 

Press dispatches from Villa Hermosa 
in Tabasco, say that travelers from 
Chiapas report the arrest of fifteen more 
prominent politicians of that state 
charged with complicity in the revolt. 
Previous dispatches had reported many 
arrests in that state, and quoting of- 
ficials as declaring that the revolution- 
ary attempt in Chiapas was abortive. 

From Puebla comes word that federal 
troops captured former Gen. Frederico 
Cordova, suspected of connection with 
the revolution. It was added, however, 
that “after representations in his favor, 
Cordova was released.” 


Gomez’s Nephews Routed. 


Press dispatches from Tampico say that 
two nephews of Gen. Arnulfo Gomez 
while attempting to join their uncle's 
revolutionary forces at Perote with a 
small group of men, were rounted by a 
troop of federal cavalry near the town 
of Almada in the state Tamaulipas. 

The nephews, Jesus and Luis Gomez. 
abandoned ammunition, horses and 
rifles. 

Air, land and water forces of the 
Mexican government had been concen- 
trated in an effort to bottle up the 
rebels under Gens. Gomez and Almada 
in the ragged mountain country of the 
Perote region to prevent them from 
reaching the seacoast and escaping 
from Mexico. 

The federal strategy sought to drive 
in upon the rebels from every direction 
by greatly superior forces ang destroy 
them by aerial bombardment. The 
authorities at every Mexican port and 
the officers in command of all the ships 
of the Mexican navy have been ordered 
to exercise the utmost vigilance, so that 
if Gomez and Almeda do succeed in 
reaching the coast, their escape shall 
be cut off. 


Heavy Reinforcements. 


In the meantime heavy reinforce- 
ments were joining the field forces to 
complete the surrounding movement of 
the rebels now in the mountains. 
Simultaneously the air forces scouted 
all directions in an effort to locate 


and destroy, or bomb, the rebels into 
submission. 

Lieut. Carranza, who recently made 
the first nonstop flight from Mexico 
City to Juarez, is expected to be one o% 
the foremost aces in the air campaign 
Five planes just come from the Yaqui 
Indian campaign in Sonora flew to the 
front from Mexico City today to rein- 
force the airplanes already operating, 
the strength of which has not officially 
been revealed. 

Extensive troop movements .continué. 
Trains are bringing into Mexico City 
soldiers from various parts of the 
country. Some are remaining in the 
capital, in readiness to use wherever 
needed; others are being dispatched to 
Vera Cruz, with their ultimate desti- 
nation the fastnesses where Gomez and 
Almada and their men have sought 
refuge. Uno-ficilally, it is estimated that 
5,000 federal troops are at present mov- 
ing toward Perote. 

If this and previous unofficial esti- 
mates are correct, it means that the 
governmen’ soon will have 15,000 troops 
engaged in the movement. 


Sixteen Generals Have Been Slain. 


Nogales, Ariz., Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Offi- 
cial advices to the Nogales Herald today 
report the execution near Alapa, state 
of Vera Cruz, of Gen. Paulino Fontes, 
former director of the national rail- 
ways of Mexico, together with fifteen 
of his followers. All were accused of 
fomenting rebellion. 

The firing squad that sent Fontes 
and. his friends to fill sixteen graves 
brought Mexico’s known total of exe- 
cutions in eight days of its latest revo- 
lution to 16 generals and 63 others. 

Fontes, a native of northern Sonora, 
and railway chief under the Carranza 
regime, was reported captured with his 
followers after seizing a railroad train. 

Taken by their captor, Gen. Roberto 
Cejudo, to the headquarters of Gen. 
Jesus Aguirre, second in command of 
federal troops in the state of Vera 
Cruz, they were summarily tried and 
shot. 

Brownsville, Tex., Oct.. 10 (A.P.).— 
Capture of Captain M. Larraga. Sal- 
dana, of the Matamoros military gar- 
rison and a sergeant and four soldiers 
with 100 horses was announced today 
by Gen, Gabriel Cervera, commandant 
of the garrison. 

The horses, it is charged, had been 
purchased for use by rebels. The cap- 
tain and his men are en route to 
Mexico City to stand court-martial. 

It was also reported by Gen. Cervera 
that small encounters have taken place 
in the state of Tamaulipas. A band of 


»irebels attacked San Fernandino and 


captured arms and horses. Another 
band under Jesus Gomez Vizcarra is 
reported to have attacked the Las 
Cruces ranch in southern Tamaulipas, 
killing the owner and confiscating 
much property. They escaped after a 
brush with federals and are reported 
moving to join Gen. Gomez. 

Three daughters of President Calles 
are en route to the United: States, ac- 
cording to unconfirmed reports here. 


Enforcing Power by Panic, 
Is Charged by Gen. Salinas 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Accu- 
sations of wholesale slayings to enforce 
power “by panic” were hurled at the 
Calles regime in Mexico today by Gen. 
G. A. Salinas, former minister of avi- 
ation for the Mexican government. 

Gen. Salinas, who is now a political 
refugee in the United States, said he 
and his family had fled Mexico to 
escape being murdered. Reports from 
Mexico City said Gen. Salinas,. with a 
band of rebels, was sought by federal 
troops near Matamoros and the general 
referred to these as “showing that the 
Calles-Obregon faction is using every 
means to put its propaganda across in 
the United States.”

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UNFILLED STEEL ORDERS 


U. S. Corporation’s Total Is, 
However, Higher Than for 
June or July, * 


INCREASE 


IS EXPECTED 


New York, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel Core 
poration at the close of September, ree 
ported today, decreased 47,924 tons, 
compared with the preceding month. 
The aggregate of 3,148,113 tons, while 
the smaliest amount for September 30 
in five years, was ahead of the figures 
for July and June, but 451,396 tons 
below the total for the same date of 
1926. 

The small drop came within the 
trade’s expectation, indicating no ad- 
justments were necessary at the close 
of the month.- It is estimated >that 
shipments in September were about 
975,000 tons, against 950,000 tons in 
August, indicating some deliveries were 
made from stock on hand, as ignot 
production in the middle of the month 
went below 65 per cent of capacity. 
Weekly gains in the corporation's, ac- 
tivities, however, have been shown 
since then, the rate now being more 
than 68 per cent.

ENVOYS VOTE FOR USE 


OF FEWER DOCUMENTS 


Committee to Be Appointed 
to Settle Questions 
Left Over. 


“ Urged by Secretary of State Kellogg 
in his welcoming address to dispense 
with conflicting consular requirements 
which are retarding the natural flow of 
ecommerce between North and South 


America, delegates to the Pan-American 
Commission on Simplification and 
Standardization of Consular Procedure 
at their opening session yesterday, start- 
ed cutting away the maze of “red tape” 
entwined in the consular procedure of 
the 21 republics of the American Con- 
tinent.

The commission voted to recommend 


suppression of consular certification on 
bills of lading and to recommend that 
countries not using consular invoices 
may continue to use certificates of 
origin of merchandise imported, for 
statistical, sanitary or other purposes, 
other countries to combine the cer- 
tificates of origin with the consular in- 


voice. Consular certification on bills of | 


lading should be continued, the com- 
mission voted. 
yesterday dealt with the first topic on 
the program, “Reduction in the Number 


of Documents Requiring Consular Cer- | 


tification.” 
Kellogg Urges Simplification. 


Calling attention to the fact that a 
certain amount of regulation is neces- 
sary to protect the national interests 
of the respective governments, Secre- 
tary Kellogg declared that it is never- 
theless “a matter of importance to all 
countries that these regulations should 
be reduced to a minimum and that 
they: should be made as simple as pos- 
sible.”’ 

“The purpose of the regulations,” he 
said, “should be not to hinder trade, 
but to facilitate commerce, . thereby 
promoting the expansion of industry 
and contributing to the wealth and 
prosperity of the nation.” 

If, in addition to thus simplifying 
the requirements a certain degree of 
uniformity can be reached in the con- 
sular procedure, “a marked step for- 
ward will have been taken and the na- 
tions of America will have given fur- 
ther demonstration of the spirit of 
mutual helpfulness and cooperation 
which unites us,” he added. 

Frederick T. B® Dumont, consul gen- 
eral of the United States, and Henry 
Chalmers, chief of the foreign tariff 
division of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, were elected chair- 
man and secretary general, respectively, 
of the conference. 


21 Nationals Represented. 


The delegates, most of whom are 
commercial attaches in the United 
States, represent all of the 21 nations 
on the American continent. They will 
hold meetings today, tomorrow and 
Thursday at the Pan-American Union 
Building, then will adjourn until Octo- 
ber 24. Before adjourning, however, 
they will appoint a drafting committee 
which will report back to the reassem- 
bled conference in regard to any ques- 
tions on which an agreement is not 
reached now. 

Spanish was adopted yesterday as 
the official language of the conference, 


with English also to be used. A,sum- | 


mary of the proceedings with the text 
of the resolutions will be translated 
into French and Portuguese for the 
use of the governments using these 
languages. 

The Minister of Colombia, Dr. 
rique Olaya, vice chairman of the gov- 
erning board of the Pan-American 
Union, in extending his welcome to the 
conference, said: 

“The importance of the studies in- 
trusted to this commission is univer- 
sally recognized. Its assembly,” he add- 
ed, “is in obedience to the conviction 
expressed both by the governing board 
of the Pan-American Union and by 
the commercial conference which met 
here early this year, that it would be 
highly advantageous to make a serious 
study of the laws and practites of con- 
sular procedure in an endeavor to 
bring about standardization in matters 
which affect commercial development of 
the nations represented.’

Lieut. Gavin is the third to win the 
trophy, which was donated by the fam- 
ily of Lieut. Herbert Schiff, United 
States Naval Reserve Force, New York, 
to promote safe flying and commem- 
orating Lieut, Schiff, who was killed in 
line of duty at the naval air station, 
Hampton Roads, Va., July 11, 1924. 

Lieut. Gavin, born in 1895 at Ash- 
land, Wis., enlisted in the Navy during 
the war, and while at the naval air 
station, Pensacola, Fla., received the 
rank of ensign in the reserve in Sep- 
tember, 1918. In October, 1918, he was 
ordered to the naval air station, San 
Diego, Calif., and in 1919 was sent to

Licensing and supervising of welfare 
agencies by the government was advo- 
cated yesterday at the open forum‘ held 
under the auspices of the .Washington 
Council of Social Agencies in the Y. W. 
C. A. Building, Seventeenth and K 
streets northwest. 


John Ihider, United States Chamber 
of Commerce; Edward Shaw, Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association; Louis 
Rothschild, Better Business Bureau, 
and Miss Mary Leet, United States 
Children’s Bureau, spoke in favor of 
licensing of the organizations providing 
for dependents. 

Joseph Sullivan, representing the 
Catholic Charities of Washington, Op- 
posed the proposition, declaring many 
excellent institutions had been operat- 
ing here for years without their meth- 
ods being questioned and that it would 
be. an imposition to. subject such 
agencies to Government supervision 
now. 

Mr. Shaw. asserted all welfare or- 
ganizations should be under some kind 
of supervision in order to curb or- 
ganizations that prey on the public 
and get money under the guise of 
soliciting for charity. Mr. Rothschild 
predicted that the weeding out of 
fraudulent organizations by regulating 
their operations would have a salutary 
effect upon the remaining organizat- 
ions. He spoke with emphasis against 
the “charity promoter” who stages 
balls and parties for charities, but who 
puts most of the money into his own 
pocket. — 

Mr. Ihider declared the lack of super- 
vision afforded too great an opportunity 
for abuse of power. He said all or- 
ganizations soliciting money for char- 
ity should submit a financial report to 
the Government each year and that in- 
stitutions in which the old, young and 
insane live should be supervised and 
required to have licenses to operate.

Commission’s Proposal, to Be 
Made at Next Meeting, 
an Intermediate Type. 


‘COMMUNITY HOUSE PLAN 


IS FOUGHT AT HEARING 


Yaden Leads Opponents and 
Action Is Deferred; Two 
Rulings Made. 


The Zoning Commission yesterday 
decided to suggest at its next meeting 
the creation of a new zone area in 
which only semidetached, or double 
houses might be built. 

The commission decided to follow 
this course at an executive meeting 


which followed a more or less stirring 
hearing over proposed changes to the 
existing law. 

At present there is what is known 
as a “residential A restricted area,” in 
which only detached and semidetached 
houses may be built. 

The zoning regulations specify, how- 
ever, that after January 21 only de- 
tached houses may be built in this 
zone area. This would, so to speak, 
leave the semidetached houses with« 


out a home, 


Permits More Open Area. 


At present there is also what is 
known as “residential A area,” in which 
are permitted detached houses, semles 


detached houses, community houses—_ 
three in a row—apartment houses and’ 
hotels. As can be seen, it is more oper 
than “residential A restricted area.” 

What the zoning commission pro- 
poses to suggest at its next meeting is 
a type. of intermediate zone for semi- 
detached dwellings. 

Yesterday’s public hearing was held 
to discuss a proposal to open A re- 
stricted area to semidetached and com-« 
munity house developments. The citi-+ 
zens who opposed this proposal told the 
commission that the opening up of A 
restricted area might mean an invasion 
of semidetached houses in such areas 
after January 21. 

Sentiment at the hearing seemed to 
be in favor of the creation of zones for 
semidetached houses, but it was op- 
posed to the methods that were pro-' 
posed to bring about the creation of 
such zones. Hence, the commission de- 
cided to await the next hearing and 
then to advertise the creation of a spe~ 
cial zone. 

Fight Led by Yaden. 


James G. Yaden, president of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations, 
led the fight against the changes pro- 
posed yesterday. He was aided by Hugh 
R. Frampton, chairman of the federa- 
tion’s zoning commission. 

Others who spoke were Ernest H. 
Pullman, of Manor Park; M. W. Lewis, 
of Mount Pleasant; Cora Van Sant and 
W. F. Dement, of the Conduit Road 
Citizens Association, and John B, Hop- 
kins, of Chillum Castle Heights. Others

-and James P. Shick. Among those who 


indorsed the proposed changes were 
Rudus 8.

The commission deferred action on 
the proposal to change to G restricted,
